Lonpon, Feb. 13. —-[Via Mackay- Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. — Tue disorder which bas 
prevailed in some of the provincial cities is the 
result partly of the example of London and 
partly of the widespread suffering among the 
laboring classes, 

Sir Hugh Cpilders, Home Secretary, bas pm 
night decided to summon Henry Hyndman, 
gentieman, of Devonshire street before Justice 
Ingham at Bow street Weduesday for inciting 
and persuading tbe tiege subjects of My 
Lady the Queen to riots, 
breaches of the peace, and prevent- 
ing by force of arms the en- 
ecution of the laws for the preserva; 
tion of the peace. The Socialists are 
gratified at the tardiness of the prosecution, 
and it is very doubtful if the Government in- 
tend to press the matter toa conclusion. Mr. 
Giadstone will Monday answer the deciarations 
ot the Socia ists on the subject of public works 
for the relief of the unemployed which were 
handed to his secretary Friday by Messrs. 
Burns and Hyndman. A summons bas been 
issued by a committee of unemployed work. 
men fora mass-meeting to be held at Hyde 
Paik Sunday, Feb. 21. The meeting will 
pass resolutions demanding that the 
authorities take immediate action for. the 
relief of workingmen who are unable to obtain 
employment. 

Much regret is expressed at the tone of the 
Queen's letter in reference to the riots of Mon- 
day and Tuesday. Her Majesty expresses deep 
sympathy with the shopkeepers, but is silens 
concerning the distress of che masses. 

Lord Randolph Churchill is meditating a new 
departure in the direction of democratic sym- 
pathies. He spoke at Paddington tonight, 
when he still further elucidated bis theories of 
the demoeracy of conservatism. 

Society has settied down to an exchange of 
anecdotes Jescriptive of the most striking in- 
cidents of the progress of the mob from Tra- 
faigar square to Hyde Park Monday, and the 
personal experience of some of those who 
were so unfortunate as to meet the rabble 
in the hlaht of its disorder. A squad of the 
rioters in Piccadilly: stopped and surrounded 
the brougham of Lady Claude Hamilton, sis- 
ter-in-law of the Duke of Abercorn. One of 
the black guards advanced to the side of 
the carriage and deliberately slapped the 
woman's face, exciaimmg: “We will hang 
yousyet!"’ which reproduction of one of the fa- 
miliar scenes of the French reign of terror 
was received with shouts of laughter and ap- 
proval by the mob.

It was quickly sur 
rounded by a gang of ruffians, whose evident 
intention to use violence caused the women to 
scream with terror. One fellow, better dressed 
than his companions, thrust his head into the 
window of the carriage, and, peering into the 
faces of the women, cried out: Let them go;

that he (O’Shea) would pledge himself to act 
with the Irish party in Parliament and to re 
sigan whenever bis withdrawal should seem to 
be to the advantage of the [fish cause. 
These terms, it is said, Mr. O'Shea agreed to, 
Mr. T. P. O'Connor states that jn the inter 
view held at Galway between bimeelf, Mr. Par- 
nell, and Mr. Healy, during the discussion over 
Mr. O'Sbea's candidature everybody was 
courteous and friendly, and the whole matter 
was settled in five minutes.

But the men who are now back- 
ing the enterprise would be able to make a 
snug little sum by bauking on the Government 
guarantee. One vf the Commerce Committee 
members said this evening the Pacific Rail- 
roads were bopelesiy in debt to the United 
States, but nevertheless some colossal fort- 
unes had been made out of them. Some 
of the inquiring Representatives also ciaim 
that their inquiries for hard-pan facts met 
with evasive auswers. They are not able to 
learn that an actual bona fide survey of the 
proposed route has ever been made. While 
the ship-railway canal is boommg Congress- 
man Warner of Obio is wondermg what 
bas become of a resolution introduced by bim 
to investigate the Mississippilevees.

England Positively Reminded of the 
Growing Strength of the Home- 
Rule Movement 


London’s Idioey as Exhibited During the 
Recent Petty Riots—Church- 
Urs Idea.

LONDON’S IDIOCY. 

IT WAS DISPLAYED IN A MOST PRONOUNCED 
MANNER DURING THE RECENT INCIPIENT 
RIOTS. 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—[Via Mavkay-Bennett Ca- 
bie to The Tribune.}—London finds it difficult 
in these closing days of the week to lay hold 
of words forcible enough to characterize prop- 
erly its own idiocy from Tuesday to Toursday. 
Monday's riot was merely some Guy. Fawkes 
ruffianism on a big scale with the methods of 
afew thieves added. Four or five hundred 
rougbs found themselves together, and the 
efforts of the Socialists and the breaking-up of 
the working men's meeting inspired them with 
the idea cf turbulence. They started off aim- 
lesly to shout, through stones, and create a 
racket until they were stopped. The 
intelligent police simply stopped be- 
bind in order to guard the square where 
the meetings had been held instead of follow- 
ing the gang. The roughs and thieves thus got 
a free rein and grew bolder as they made prog- 
ress until they reached a point where they 
were insensate with a desire for destruction 
and wholesale pillaging. Finally thifty police- 
men met and dispersed them, as they might 
have done at any stage of the so-called riot. 
This is absolutely all there was of it. But all 
London, in a ridiculous tremor of agitation, 
leaped to the conciuson that there was a direct 
connection between the windy harangues of 
the Socialist agitators and the subsequent ac- 
tion of the mob, and surrendered itself to a 
panic. 

Tuesday night the densest fog of the winter 
prevailed, and everybody saw rioters in every 
flitting iorm that was enveloped in the dark- 
ness and suspectea a big fire in every skyligbt 
reflection upon asmoky wall. Wednesday the 
bum and excitement grew until people were 
wild with frenzy, and 
lunatics and honest citizens turned into pur 
veyors of false news. At noon the town was 


Thames Bridge, of the city being barricaded, 
and of bodies of rioters converging from all 
the outlying slums. The papers came 
out with flaring reports that an army 
of rioters were marching on  Lopn- 
don from Greenwich. The police utterly 
lost their heads and went about warning the 
shopmen to put up their shutters. At the 
dinner hour citizens waited for the worst as if 
in atownin the last extremities of a siege. 
Conceive of the police of New York ordering 
the stores on Broadway and in Union Square 
to be closed on the streogtb of a rumor chat a 
gang of roughs were smasbing windows in 
Wiljiamsburg and you will have a faint idea of 
the situation, only bere there were sixty miles 
of shops closed. Business amounting in the 
aggregate to mil ions was suspended, Thurs- 
day the fog lifted and people began to com- 
pare notes. They found that there had been 
no riot, and no attempt at a riot. Four mill- 
lous of people bad gone into hysterics over 
the sheerest concoctions of fancy that ever 
scared a boy passing a graveyard in the dark.

A BRILLIANT DISPLAY. 


A SOUTH SIDE FIRE ILLUMINATES THE 
HEAVENS AND DRAWS A BIG CROWD. 

At 9:15 o'clock last nicht an alarm of fire 
was turned in from the boxes at the corner of 
Clark and Madison streets and Madison street 
and Fifth avenue simultaneousis, and less 
than a minute thereafter a huge volume of 
flame and smoke burst from the three windows 
fronting on an aller in the rear of No. 170 
Madison street. A combination second and 
third alarm was quickly turned in and was as 
quickly responded to by the Fire Department. 
For a few minutes it seemed as though the 
building. a five-story structure, was doomed, 
as the fire originate’ close to an elevator shaft, 
and the flames were readily communicated 
to the two upper floors, but by the 
quick work of tbe firemen the flames 
were confined to the third and fourth floors in 
the rear. Just how the fire originated is a mye 
tery, but just after the flames burst out a 
badiy-scared individual with his bair singed 
and smoking and bands biistered, rolled rather 
ran, yelling with fright, down four pairs cf 
stairs into the street. He gave his name as 
Theodore Adams. He was asleep in Craig & 
Barlow's printing office on the fourth floor, and 
said that he was positive that the fire originated 
beneath him, in tne pr:nting office of Charles 
E. Muarbie. The upper floors were flooded with 
water, and portions of the floor on the third 
floor, taxed with the weight of several heavy 
printing presses and imposing stoves, gave way 
and carried a section of the flooring on the 
second floor along with it. The damage to the 
building will not exceed $6,000. 

The building, @ five-story and basement brick 
structure with stone front, is owned by George 
F. Haramg. insured for $30,000, and is largely 
devoted to small printing shops. Henry 
Schoen occupied the basement as a beer sa- 


loon. He sustained a small loss by water, and 
is insured for 81.800. Three firms occupy the 
first floor. Sumuel Snyder, agent of the Amer- 
ican Distilling Company, says bis stock was 
worth about $40,000, and is well covered by in- 
surance. There will be some loss by water, 
but the stock, as well as everything else on 
that floor, was carefully covered by the Fire-

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J MUCH WATER. 


Unprecedented Heavy Rains in the 
Eastern States Causes Great 
Losses to Property. 


Whole Towns Inundated and Their In- 
habitants Making Their Way 
Around in Boats. 


Bridges Washed Away, Factories Flooded, 
and Railroads Compelled to Cease 
Running Trains. 


New Tonk. Feb. 13.—The rain which had 
deen falling almost incessantly for two days 
stopped about noon today, but the weather 
cout nues somewhat foggy. Reports of floods 
at various points continue to be received. In 
the veigbborbood of Kingston, N. Y., the 
waters of Rondout and Wallkill Creeks are 
very high, and there are a number of gorges 
and much overflowed land. Heavy freshets 
bave occurred at several places in the Cate- 
kills. At Dundee, N. J., the Susquebanna 
Railroad bridge has been weakened by 
having a number of its supports knocked 
out dy ice. At Paterson, N. J., the Passaic 
River is above high-water mark and 
still rising. At Bordentown, N. J., the ice is 

in the Delaware Kiver and there are in- 
dications of a freshet as destructive as that of 
1857. At Harrisburg, Pa., the ice in the Sus- 
quebunna broke this moraing, doing consider- 
able damage. It gorged nine miles below 
and the water began to back up, rising three 
fect in an hour, and carrying ice over 
both the Reading and Pennsylvania Rail- 


road tracks to the depth of several 
feet, rendering traffic eatirely out 
of the question. All of the works in the 


southern section of the city were flooded and 
work suspended. The poor people living 10 
the lowland district were compelled to occupy 
the second story of their houses. This is the 
second time this winter that they nave been 
ariven to such straits, and in consequence the 
greatest suffering now prevails. An ice jam 
bas formed in Lycoming Creek at Williams- 
port, Pa., and many buildimgs are flooded. A 
number of bridges have been washed away. 


THROUGHOUT MASSACHUSETTS. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 13.—The rainfall in this 
section is almost unprecedented. In this city 
the fail bas been nearly six inches in two days, 
equal to the average failof two months. A 
vast amount of minor damage has been done 
in many parts of New Engiand, esvectally to 
roads and bridges, causing irksome delays 


to travel. At Foxboro, Mass., the dsm 
at Freeman’s woolen-mill is gone, and 
the mil! bas been swept away. Outward 


traffic on the Boston & Providence Railroad 
is suspended owing to numerous washouts. 
By the bursting of the Stony Brook sewer on 
Clay street. Boston Highianas, last night, 
caused by the confinement of Stony Brook 
within too narrow limits, a section of the city 
covering nearly a square mile was overflowed, 
flooding the basements of all the dwellings and 
stores, driving the residents into the upper 
stories, aad causing a lose of $150,000. Several 
bundred families are affected, and several 
factories at Brocton and outlying lands are 
flooded. Many mill basements are flooded, 
and the loss ie $50,000. 

lu Midd.esex County the rivers and streams 
are higher than for teu years, and many 
mills have. shut down.* At Taunton the Old 
Colony Railroad refuses to sell tickets to most 
points on its line. Busivess-men are moving 
their stocks to a sufe place. Over 100 men 
are engaged intrying to save the Morris 
bridge dam, which, if lost. will entail un- 
precedented ruin and disaster. A wall of 
rock and cotton has beeu erected 100 feet 
on each side, but the water is pouring 
over che road three feet deep. Some factories 
are in danger of floating. At East Weymouth 
every tactory is closed. Whitman's Pond dam 
ison the point oft giving way. Tuis will food 
the entire valley. The track of the flood is 
strewn with all manner of débris, including 
dead fow! and auimals. 

At Concord, N. H., and further north the 
telephone and telegraph wires are all down. 
There is great ruin and damage on every band. 
The snow eis rapidly disappearing and the worst 
is not yet. At Peabody, Mass., for sixty feet 
the main street is under water to a depth of 
thirty-six inches. The loss here is $50,000. 
Over twenty tanneries are floodea, and several 
families have been rescued in boats. At 
Quincy the canal is overtiowing and the facto- 
mes are under water. At Hudson, Mass., the 
river bas overtiowed, carrying off most of the 
bridges between Westboro und Hudson. Many 
other cities and towns are reported uuder 
water. In the Boston Higulanus district the 
Westminster Apartment Hotel will be a com- 
plete wreck. The dwellings on the flooded 
streets are mostly three-story marbie-fronts, 
and. as the ground bud settled greatly before 
the flood, it is probable that most of tbs sec- 
Don will have to be rebuilt. Resiaents are 
living in the upper stor.es and are reached only 
by boats.

$50. and more damage is expected. 

Mayor O’Brien bas instructed the Overseer 
of the Poor to devote all the money they pos- 
sibly can to relieve the sufferers by ihe tloods. 
The Ruxbury Carpet Company, the Boston 
Beit ing Compeny, and others have filed claims 
against the city tor damages occasioned by the 
floods. Over 500 people are confined to upper 


stories, and bave to be suppiied 
with provisions by boats. So badi

New Tonk. Feb. 13.—(Special.j—The Sun 
publishes a number of Confederate papers 
captured at the end of the War which are of 
considerable interest. Among them is a letter 
written by Jeff Davis from Charlotte, N. C., 
April 23, 1865, to his wife, in which he says: 


The dispersion of Lee's army and the surrender 
of the remnant which remained with him de- 
stroyed the hopes | entertained when we purted. 
Had that army heid together I am now confident 
we could have successfully executed the pian 
which I sketched to you and would have been 
today on the high road to independence, 
J. E. Johnston and Beauregard were hope- 
less as to recruiting their forces trom the dispersed 
men of Lee’s army, and equally so as to their 
ability to check Sherman with the forces they bad. 
Their only idea was to retreat. Of the power to 
do so they were doubtful. and subsequent deser- 
tions from their troops have materially diminished 
their strength, and, | learn, still more weakened 
their confidence. 

Gen. Johnston hdd several interviews with Sher- 
man and agreed on a suspension of hostilities and 
the reference of terms of pacification. They are 
secret, and may be rejected by the Yankee Gov- 
ernment. 

To us they are hard enough, though freed from 
wanton humiliation and expressly recognizing the 
State Governments and the rights of person and 
property as secured by the Constitutions of the 
United States and the several States. 

Gen. Breckinridge was a party to the last con- 
Ssultation and to the agreement. Judge Reagan 
went with him and approved the agreement, 
though not present at the conference. Euch meu 
ber of the Cubinet isto give his opinion in writ- 
ing today; first, upon the acceptance of tht 
: second, upon the mode of proceeding 
accepted. The issue is one which 
it is very painful for me to meet. On ove hand is 
the long night of oppression which wil! follow the 
return of our people to the Union’’; on the other 
the suffering of the women and children and car- 
nage among the few brave patriots who would stiil 
oppose the invader, and who, unless the people 
would rise en masse to sustain them, would strug- 
gie but to die in vain. 


The text of Sberman’s compact with John- 
ston is as follows: 


First, the contending armies now in the field to 
maintain tie status quo until notice is given by the 
commanding General of any one to his opponent, 
and reasonable time—say forty-eight hours—al- 
lowed. 

Second, the Confederate armies now in existence 
to be disbanded und conducted to their several 
State Capitals, there to deposit their arms and 
public property ia the State Arsenal; and each 
Officer and man to execute and file an agreement to 
cease from acts of war and to abide 
the action of both State and Federal 
authorities. The number of arms and munitions of 
war to be reported to the Chief of Ordnance at 
Washington City, subject to the future action of 
the Congress of the United States, and in the mean- 
time to be used solely to maintain peace and order 
within the borders of the States respectively. 

Third, the recognition by the Executive of the 
United States of the several State Governments 
on their officers and Legislatures taking tne oath 
prescribed by the Constitution of the United 
States; and when conflicting State Governments 
have resuited from the War the legitimacy of all 
shall be submitted to the Supreme Oourt of the 
United States. 

Fourth, the re@stablishment of all Federal 
Courts in the several States with powers as defined 
by the Coustitution and the laws gf Congress. 

Fifth, the people and inhabitants of ail States 

to be guaranteed, so far as the Executive can, 
as well as 
their rights of person and property, as defined by 
the Constitation of the United States and of the 
States respectively. 
Sixth. the executive authority or Government 
of the United States not to disturb any of the peo- 
ple by reason of the late War so long as they 
live in peace and quiet and abstain from acts of 
armed hostility, and obey the laws in existence 
at the place of their residence. 

Seventh, in generai terms, it is announced that 
the War is to cease; a general amnesty, so far as 
the Executive of the United States can command, 
on condition of the disbandment of the Contederate 


armies, the distribution of arms. and the 
resumption of peuceful pursuits dy officers 
and men hitherto’ composing said armies.

From 
the admissions mace in the letters addressed 
to Mr. Davis by bis Cabinet counselors can be 
seen what the state of things reully was in 
North Carolina aud in the Confederacy at 
large when Sberman entered into his astounding 
compact. with Johnston. The fugitives from 
Richmond speak to one another with the sul- 
len and downright candor of despair. They 
confess that orgunized resistance is no knger 
possibie; that against Sherman's army of 50,000 
men, elated by their own imposing march and 
by Grant’s triumph in Virginia, the Rebel 
autborities could set less than 15,000 intantry 
and artillery, whose foriorn disproportion was 
daily aggravated by dejection and desertion. 
Nor Was any ray of reassurance to be looked 
for in retreat. The Coutederate officials 
concur in tue conviction that, even witb 
success in eluding pursuit and with time al- 
lowed them for recruiting, they could not levy 
15,000 men on the eust side of the Mississippi, 
and that, if they did, they could not find arms 
for half of them. To transport the flying rem- 
nant of Jobnston's force across the Mississippi 
was seen to be no less impracticable, for grim 
experience had shown that the river was im- 
passable as a wall of fire. The Rebellion, ina 
word, was known to its oreanizers and direvtors 
to be at its lust gasp, and with the oluteh of 
drowning men they clung to the plank of res 
cue and redempuon heid out to them by Ser- 
man. 

CHICAGO WILL HAVE GERMAN OPERA. 

There is no truth in the statement published 
in Chicago the last week that the German opera 
company from the Metropolitan Opera-House, 
New York, “is to sing in Chicago, beginning 
March 16.“ Mr. Stanton, the director ot the 
Metropolitan company, toid me today that the 
company will not leave thts city for a Western 
tour; that nearly all the principal artists are 
to retura home to Germany; that none of the 
properties or scenery could be taken if they 
dia desire to make a tour of = the 
country, and witbout these the Wagnerian 
operas would lose their great stage effect; and 
that there had never been any idea entertained 
of visiting other cities after this winter season. 
There had been an effort made, Mr. Stanton 
said, by some outside parties to engage a few 
of the singers of this company, but none of the 
leading oues bad consented, the matter of com- 
pensation being somewbatinu doubt. If any 
should go out they would not represent the 
German opera company in any particular, as it 
would be impossible for them to give we 
operas in any degree approaching the perfec- 
tion of the New York representations, and 
it would be unjust to the musical public 
ot Chicago or any other centre to have the im- 
pression obtain that they were listening to 
and witnessing a combioanon of artists which 
has won 80 many triumphs bere this winter. 
It may therefore be set down as a settled fact 
that any “German opera company from the 
Metropolitan Opera-House will be the 
enterprise of some outside manager with 
which the Metropolitan direction bave nothing 
to do aad for which they do not want to be in 
any particular beid responsible.

CHARGED WITH UNDERHANDED DEALING. 

Leopold Cahn & Co. of No. 47 Exchange 
place, one of the best-knoewn stock-brokerage 
firms in Wall street, is in trouble, the Stock 
Exchange governors having called upon them 
to answer serious charges. It is alieged that 
Cahn & Co. have been breaking the laws of the 
exchange by offering customers such special 
inducements to trade with them as to render 
null some of the most rigid rules of the ex- 
change.

NEW INDICTMENTS NEEDED FOR WARNER 


AND WORK. 
Judge Benedict of the United States Circuit 


demurrer to the indictments of Andrew 8. 
Warner and Frank Work, who were indicted 
for complicity with Ferdinand Ward in de 
frauding the Marine National Bank. The in- 
dictments are quasbed simply on tecnnical 
grounds—namely: that the act of conversion 
of the moneys ot the bank was not distinctly 
charged against the men indicted. The indict- 
ments simply charged that, witb intent to con- 
vert to their own use, they misapplied funds 
of the bank. As the grand jury will meet Mon- 
day it is probable that new indictments will 
be prepared at once against the accused. 

THE BROADWAY ROAD INVESTIGATION. 

The Broadway Kallroad franchise investiga- 
tion was continued today. 

James W. Leddy, a lawyer, testified as to a 
suit which be brought on behalf of his brother 
John against the Board of A'dermen to pre- 
vent the granting of the franchise, but that he 
compromised the suit for $12,500. Lawson N. 
Fuller, wbo is interested in the cable company 
which offered $1,000,000 for tne franchise, said 
bis company was beaten by the Broadway 
Company, which offered no bonus. 

James W. Fosbay, Presideut of the Broad- 
way & Seventh Avenue Railroad, testified that 
bis road had gusranteea the bonds of the 
Broadway Road because he thougut it to be in 
the interest of bis company to form an alliance 
with the new road, whose competition was 
feared. The result was that his road was 
earning $60,000 a month more than it did be- 
fore. 

Ex-Mayor Edson testified that he vetved the 
ordinance granting the franchise to the Broad- 
cena rh Road, subsequently. passed over 
bis veto, because such a road would not meet 
the requirements of travel in Broadway, and 
because he believed the franchise should have 
been sold, not given away. 

BOOTH TO SELL BOOTHDEN. 

A Newport special says that a sensation has 
been caused by the announcement that 
** Boothbden,” the summer residence of Edwin 
Booth, the actor, is for sale. It is a most 
charming spot. Mr. Booth bas expended be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 upon it. Mr. Booth’s 
trionds say that be has made professional en- 
gaxements wich will take him away for sev- 
erai years. He is going to the Pacific Slope 
and thence to London and Berlin, and finaly 
will make a iong professional visit to Aus- 
tralia. Mr. Booth offercd to end the place to 
his daughter, but she has no desire for it, and 
he bas determined to get rid of it, and that, 
too, at a sacrifice. Friends of Booth say he 
has never been comfortable since he came 
there, feeling the loss of society.

A PRELATE’S ESTATE. 


JOHN B. MANNIX SENT TO JAIL ON THE

CincinnaTI, O., Feb. 13.—[Special.}—Jobn 
B. Mannix was this afternoon arrested on war- 
rants sworn out by Patrick Dwyer, charging 
him with embezzling $350,000 of Archbishop 
Purecell’s estate, of which he was recently as- 
signee, and in swearing to false statements and 
accounts in the Probate Court in connection 
with the matter. His bail was fixed at $110,000 
to appear next Wednesday to answer the 
charges, in default of which he was sent to 
jail.

It having come 
to the knowledge of tbe court that John B. Man- 
nix, an attorney-at-law, and @ member of this bar, 
has probably been guilty of misconduct in office, 
or unprofessional conduct, involving moral turpi- 
tude, or both, it is ordered by the court that Clin- 
tou. W. Gerard and Samuel A. Miller, attorneys-at- 
law, are hereby ordered to prepare and file written 
charges against said Jobn B. Mannix, stating dis- 
tinctly the grounds of complaint #gainst him.

LIBERAL MR. BELCHER, 


HE ADVANCES MANY HUNDRED DOLLARS 
CN #0 WORTH OF DIAMONDS AND NOW HE 
WISHES HE HADN'T. 

The operauons of Isaac Joy, or Pemberton, 
were aired in Justice W. H. Young's court, in 
Luke View. yesterday afternoon in an attach- 
ment suit brought by Mr. Beicher, some of the 
facts of which were given last week. J. K. 
Belcher, a gray-haired man living at No. 934 
Washington boulevard, testified that de was 
attracted to Joy’s office at No. 162 Wash- 
ington street by bis advertisements in 
the want columns of the newspapers 
asking for the loan of $200 or $250 on good 
security—$40 interest on $200 for thirty days.“ 
Beicher first loaned Joy $200, agreeing to ac- 
cept a batch of Joy's w'fe’s diamonds and col- 
lateral securtty provided the gems were pro- 
nounced genuine by responsible diamond 
brokers. The diamonds were shown to brokers 
to whom Joy conducted Beicher, and they pro- 
nounced them genuine and worth the money 
Joy valued them at. Joy then showed Beicher 
cards representing that be (Joy) was the Chi- 
cago agent of an immense concern in Sheffield, 
Bogiand, together with bilis of goods pur- 
chased from the sume to the amount of $10,000. 
Belcher increased bis loan to 8700. One of the 
schedules Joy made of the vaiue of a lot of the 
trinkets turned over to the possession of 
Beicher footed up $675. The bill as scheduled 
in ink by Joy was sbewn to Tom 
N. Donnelly and Abe Lipman, together 
with the diamonds, and Belcher gars th 
those dealers deciared upon honor oat oe 
gouds were scheduled strictly ascordmg to 
| their value and worth $675. Joy thew told 

Belcher that if be did not believe that he was 

doing a legitimate trade to telegraph to Lon- 

don and find out. Belcher lent $250 on the 
$675 lot, and he now says they would be dear 
at $75. The diamonds were real but off color, 
with great laws in them, making them of very 
inferior quality and little value in the market. 

The trinkets which were recovered by Con- 

stable John Hogan consist of a goid watch and 

chain, a brass whistie, a five-stone diamond 
ring, and a two-stone diamond ring. Thomas 

Walker brought a replevin suit for the posses 

sion of the same goods betore Justice Lyon 

last week. Joy could not be found, but he is 
supposed to be somewhere in the city. He 
gives different piaces of residence to his dif- 
ferent customers, but be has never been 
found 10 any of the numerous 
bouses he claims. Justice Young sustained 

Beicher’s attachment and ordered judgment 

against Joy for $200 and costs. James Spot- 

homer of No. 121 Burling street and William 

Threm were in court with rival cluims against 

the same goods. Threm said be took the goods 

to Tom N. Donnelly of Dearborn street and 

Abe Lipmau of Madison street, and they both 

pronounced them genuine and as valuable as 

Joy represented. Another expert said the 

goods were not worth $40, and that the man 

who would lend over that amount on the prop- 
erty must be without judgment and experi- 
ence. Threm took warning and refused to let 

Joy bave the $200 he was trying to borrow on 

the diamonds and trinkets. H. C. Ridgway of 

No. 404 State street and John Turner of No. 

1083 West Jackson street bad dealings with 

Joy, and their experiences were similar to those 

of Threm and Belcher.

Tun money market was dull. Sterling 
exchange was strong, and $725,000 of gold 
was shipped from New York for London.

The New York stock market was very 
buoyant, particularly the coalers.— The Chi- 
cago produce markets were quiet,. with 
steadiness in grain and a weaker feeling in 
provisions, The tone in wheat was especial- 
ly dull. As compared with Friday pork 
closed 73¢ cents lower, lard 2½ cents lower, 
meats 5 cents lower, wheat, corn, and oats 
cent higher, rye firm, barley and flaxseeds 
steady. Our receipts of grain last week 
were less than the shipments by 15,000 
bushels in wheat and greater by 610,000 
bushels incorn. The packing of this city 
since the beginning of the present season in- 
cludes 2,279,000 hogs, against 2,238,000 to 
the same time last year and 1,915,000 to do 
in 1884.

ONx of our Chicago millers states that 
about two-thirds of all the flour now being 
made in his mills is for shipment to the 
South, and that the selling by the North to 
that section would probably be even larger 
but for the heavy discriminations in force 
against hisclass. There is an onerous license 
fee in addition to the extra charge by the 
railroads for carryuig the flour in bags to 
which we called attention a few days ago. 
The rule in the Northern States is that 
agents of a manufacturer can solicit orders 
for his goods without having to pay a local 
license fee, but the corporations all over the 
South insist on a fee of $250, and impose a 
fine of double that amount on any one 
found selling goods without the required 
authority. Either this charge must be met 
or the flour must be sold through a Southern 
dealer, who exacts 10 cents per barrel for the 
service, which must be added to the price of 
the flour as paid by the ultimate buyer. In 
addition to all this, the rule in that section is 
to insist upon it that the purchase is made 
subject to approval of the goods on the re- 
ceipt of the same, and this is often used as a 
shield for refusal of flour on arrival, when 
the only fault that can be found with it is a 
decline in tne market price during the time of 
transit. It is evident that all this makes the 
flour cost more to the eater of the bread than 
it would otherwise, as the seller here is 
obliged to add in something to cover the risk 
of loss. 


EMIGRATION AND LANDLORDISM. 

That the foreign emigration to this coun- 
try during the last fifty years has not been 
an unmixed blessing will be very generally 
conceded. That whatever of evil has result- 
ed from it is a direct bequest of foreign land- 
lordism to us is equally true. 
easily demonstrated that the troublesome 
class which hangs round cities and towns, 
periodically menaces the public peace, de- 
mands support from the Government, de- 
ranges and overdoes the labor market, comes 
exclusively from the nations where the lana- 
lord system prevails in its most oppressive 
form, and where the division of land and of 
the products of labor has been steadily and 
persistently prevented. 

The Irish were the first to ‘come here in 
any considerable numbers, and they have 
been coming in myriads since the famine of 
47. The majority of them have had barely 
enough to get them to New York, and when 
they landed the clothes on their backs and 
their worldly possessions tied up in a bundle 
represented the individual accumulations, re- 
sultant from two hundred years of landlord- 
ism. They were farmers or agricultural 
laborer, who, after years of hard 
toil, found themselves unable to save a 
doilar. They were bled out and starved out 
by landlorism, and this is what British land 
monopoly has sent us. This emigration at 
first settled down in New York because it 
could get no further. Afterwards, however, 
it spread further west, but still clung to the 
cities. Thus nuclei were established. Others 
followed, and ere long millions of the vic- 
tims of landlordism crowded into our cities, 
where they have remained. Their natural 
impulse would have been in an agricultural! 
direction, but they had no money with whicn 
to take up land and stock it. At home 
there was no land to get, and, as the land- 
lords had taken all they produced, they 
had no means of getting land here 
when the opportunity was cheaply offered 
them. So, of necessity, they remained in the 
cities, where there was not work enough for 
them all, or where the work was not of a 
kind that nen only accustomed to the tillage 
of the soil could perform. It is not at all 
remarkable that under these circumstances so 
many of them yielded to the temptations and 
evils of city life, fell victims to drink, and 
drifted from idleness into  viciousness. 
Whatever evils may have resulted 
from excessive Irish emigration, what- 
ever may be charged against the Irish, 
it is but just to say must be charged back to 
the British monopoly of land, and the same is 
true of all other Eaglish emigration. The 
troubles which have grown out of it are not 
primarily due to the emigrants themselves, 
but to the system which, after bleeding and 
starving them, finally expatriated them and 
sent them here penniless, and without the 
resources to buy land after they arrived here, 

The effects of Polish emigration have been 
even worse than.those of the Irish, but the 
cause is the same. The Poles have not so 
readily affiliated with us as the Irish. Their 
manners and habits of life bave little in com- 
mon With ours, and their language is strange 


and uncouth But whether they have 


| come from Russian, German, or Austrian 


Poland, they were alike landless paupers, 
starved out by landlordism. The partition 
of Poland did not disturb the land system, 
The lana stil) remained in the hands of. the 
nobles, where it had been for centuries, and 
the produets of the peasantry were appropri- 
ated by them. The land monopolists left 
them in the condition we receive them—ig- 
norant, bigoted, superstitious, often lawless, 
and always penniless, the direct outcome of 
thie system of landlordism. And the same 
may be said of the bulk of the Italians that 
seek our shores and cities. 

The Hungarians who have rushed over 
here of late and settled in our cities and 
towns, or swarmed into our coke and coal 
centres, where they have been a constant 
source of trouble, were also landiess, Hun- 
gary, like Poland, is owned by a pack of 
vampire landlords, who control the peasantry 
body and soul, who absorb ail they produce, 
and whose system is so merciless in its greed 
and complete in its absorption that the peas 
ant counts himself lucky if he can earn 25 
cents a day. It is little wonder, under such 
circumstances, that when these Poles and 
Huns arrive here in a penniless condi- 
tion and with little prospect of improvement 
ahead of them they become easy victims to 
the Communistic demagogs and are urged on 
by them into proſitless strikes and deeds of 
violence. 

If we turn to Germany, the same rule holds 
true. The troublesome element of German 
emigration—for one portion, and the largest 
at that, is included in our best citizenship— 
the element which is prominent in Commu- 
nistic agitation and in menaces of disorder, 
and which demands Governmental support, is 
composed of the starved-out victims of land- 
lordism. From every part of Europe, wher- 
ever landlordism is unchecked in its oppres- 
sion and monopolizes the control of the lands, 
itsends us a pauper people who have been 
kept in ignorance, who have labored for 
years and accumulated nothing, and who 
come over here penniless and without 
the means to buy land and to prosecute the 
only labor of which they are capable. From 
countries where the peasantry hold land, as 
in Sweden and Norway, we get a different 
class of emigrants, and they are not found 
in the ranks of the Communists or among 
the disturbers of society, There can be little 
hope for an improvement in the character of 
foreign emigration, therefore, until in Great 
Britain, Poland, Hungary, and Ireland lands 
are divided up as they are in Scandinayia, 
France, Holland, Belgium, and Switzerland 
and it becomes possible for the landworkers 
to acquire farms here and enjoy the fruits of 
their labor. When that is done, when land 
monopoly in Europe is broken up and the 
landlord system can no longer oppress labor, 
an era of reform will be introduced which 
will go far towards breaking up Communism, 
No man who can acquire a piece of land will 
be found in its ranks.

surfeit the prisoners with flowers, letters, 
and dainties. Under such powerful influ- 
ences it cannot be long before the offender 
who has made his first misstep, and who is 
not a criminal at heart, forgets the shame of 
his position, abandons all intention of living 
accrrect life after he is released, and sur- 
renders to the pressure brought to bear upon 
him on every side, 

That such is the result of promiscuous as- 
sociation of old and young offenders is 
the testimony of almost every person who 
has had the charge of prisoners and given 
the matter any thought. It ean be corrected 
by isolating the one from the other, and such 
a separation is perfectly practical. Is it not 
worth a trial? Certainly as at present con- 
ducted our jails do not deter those confined 
there from committing crime after they get 
out again. Habitual criminals are increas- 
ing. Isolation to such an extent at least that 
young offenders will not get within the in- 
fluence of the old is one of the first steps in 
reforming the young criminal and correcting 
his habits. In any event it is useless to 
look for his reform if he is thrown at once 
into the company of those whose cases are 
hopeless and who are only too glad to take 
them under their tuition as scholars in vice. 
Such scholars, with no counteracting influ- 
ences to restrain them, learn easily and 
graduate early from the seminaries of vice, 


THE CLAIMS OF BELL AND GRAY 
TO THE TELEPHONE. 

In the course of a recent article on the tel- 
ephone controversy Mr. Henry C. Andrews

THE SEMINARIES OF VICE. 

The communication which was printed in 
Tur TRIBUNE of yesterday under the above 
caption, written by Mrs. Griswold, is a time- 
ly discussion of one of the most important 
subjects which can occupy the attention of 
social scientists and thoughtful people in 
every community, Important reforms have 
been urged of late in prison hygiene, disci- 
pline, penalties, and government, but little or 
no consideration has been given to the uni- 
versal and universally pernicious practice of 
associating young and old offenders in our 
bridewells, jails, and prisons.

in our penal institutions there is no way of 
separating the two classes. They are dum ped | 
into the jail or prison indiscriminately. 
Though they may not occupy the same cells 
they are throws together more or less and 
easily find means of communication with 
each other, at their work or in their lei- 
sure. The new-comers—those guilty of 
first offenses and not yet hardened 
in erimes but amenable to reform under 
judicious treatment—tfind that their seclusion 
from society has brought them into an at- 
mosphere of bad influences, It is probable 
that very few of those who commit crime do 
so in the first instance with the intention of 
entering upon a life of evil courses. Nine 
times out of ten the first crime grows out of 
a sudden temptation or a momentary passion, 
perhaps the pressure of want or thoughtles- 
ness, for which after its commission the of- 
fender is sorry, ‘The crime has left no per- 
manent effect upon him. He is still open 
to reform, and in many cases would gladly 
make amends for whatever evil he may have 
wrought. No man becomes depraved all at 
once and no young man deliberately enters 
upon a life of crime unless his moral facul- 
ties are blunted or he belongs to the class of 
moral monstrosities, like Jesse Pomeroy for 
example. His lapse is gradual, depending 
upon his associations and environments. The 
chances for reclaiming him are certainly as 
good as those for his ultimate depravity. 
Punishment is not alone the infliction of 
mere blind revenge. It contemplates cor- 
rection and reform, but under our system the 
first offender i placed where there is little 
hope of reform, because he is surrounded by 
those who are old in crime. The influences 
which impel him towards a criminal habit of 
life are stronger in the prison than out of it. 
Out of the prison he is watched by police and 
detectives and always has the fear of punish- 
ment before him. Inside the jail or prison 
he is free from these preventives. He is re- 
strained of his liberty, but there is no power 
strong enough, no scrutiny watchful enough, 
to keep him from the influences of older 
criminals. Even if he is anxious to escape 
from those influences he cannot do it. He is 
forced into their company and compelled to 
listen to them. As Mrs. Griswold says, they 
are his instructors.”

An instrument like 
that described by Bell, which was 
designed to transmit sounds of a certain 
pitch, could not convey the tones of 
speech which are. constantly inflected 
in ordinary pronunciation. An instrument 
designed to convey articulate speech must 
not be adjusted to one pitch, but to all that 
occur in the ordinary range of the voice. It 
was generally believed by scientific men in 
1876 that an armature had a normal rate of 
vibration,” and could not therefore cause 
electric undulations that would convey sounds 
varying in pitch. Bell’s caveat proves that 
Feb. 14, 1876, he held tull faith in this old 
theory. Gray’s application, made the same 
day, shows that he had conceived a different 
idea, and by means of his water transmit- 
ter” produced an adjustment of the armature 
which caused it to vibrate at different rates 
and convey sounds of changing pitch. Bell 
was permitted to “‘amend” his application 
and claim an idea which he had disavowed 
in his original specifications, while Gray was 
deprived of the discovery which he was the 
first to make and put to use. 

Bell was entitled simply to what heclaimed 
originally—a patent for an improvement in 
multiple telegraphy.” As a matter of fact 
the device has never been used in telegraphy 
and is valueless as a telephone. It cannot 
be made to transmit speech until recon- 
structed in accordance with the principle dis- 
covered by Gray, and even then it is of no 
practical use as a telephone.

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THE TALK IN WASHINGTON 


Fitz John Porter Handled Without 
Gloves by Representative Houk 
of Tennessee. 


Investigating the Telephone Scandal— 
Another Decision by Commis- 
sioner Sparks. 


Suggestions and Figures from the Oommis- 
sioner of Patents—Oongressional 
Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.— After the morn- 
ing hour expired the House went into Commit- 
tee of the Whole, Mr. Springer of Dlinois in 
the chair, on the Fitz Jobn Porter vill. Mr. 
Swinburne of New York, who was entitled to 
the fioor, being in ili-health, bis remarks were 
read by the Clerk. He tavored the bill, and 
expressed the opinion that the country owed 
Gen. Porter gratitude instead of punishment. 

Mr. Houk of Tennessee said that if the 


measure were one praying pardon, asking for 


amnesty, demanding that something sbould be 
done to promote that concilianon of which the 
country bad heard so much—if it were a plan 
for the purpose of removing some disqualifica- 
tion imposed for political causes, it would have 
received bis cordial, cheerful, and earnest sup- 
port. But be would vote against the pending 
Dill because he believed it absolutely destruct- 
ive of the very fabric of the Government it- 
Sell. Mr. Porter had been charged with 
and convicted of the highest offense 
known to military law, and to pass this 
bill was to destroy the discipline 
of the whole United States army. This was no 
issue of ‘mercy and amnesty, but it was a fair 
issue of treachery of the boldest, and blackest. 
and most infamous kind on the one hand and 
simpite devotion and simple obedience to orders 
on the other. Suppose that there had been no 
Fitz John Porter the 29th of August—that 
grand Phil Sheridan had been in command. 
Little Phil would not have waited for orders, 
but would have rushed to the Geld and turned 
the tide of the battle. The sentence pro- 
nounced on Fitz John Porter bad not been pro- 
portionate to his offense. If guilty he should 
have been shot; and if he had been a private 
goidier under the same conditions he 
would have been shot. If innocent, 
he ought to have been acquitted, 
and he would have been acquitted. If 
guilty, as the court-martial had found him to 
be, this bill ought not to pass. The Constitu- 
tion made the action of court-martial when 
conciuded and executed according to law final 
beyond the reach of any other tribunal of the 
Government except tho Executive. If Con- 
gress could annu! the findings of such a court 
it could as well. acting in its legisiative ca- 
pacity, set aside the decision of any other 
court in the country. While he did not believe 
it, be would concede for the purposes of argu- 
ment that injustice had been done at the trial, 
yet be saw no remedy here. Under the cir- 
cumstances of the trial and the cbara¢ter of 
the men who composed the court-martial, be- 
fore he would vote for the bill he must have 
the most clear, convincing proof that they had 


been wrong, but such proof had not been pre- / 


sented. 

Mr. Wolford of Kentucky attacked what be 
called the inconsistencies of the opponents of 
the bill. The President could pardon only to 
a limited extent. Congress had no power, 
they said. Now, where was the power? They 
took the absurd position that there was no 
power, no remedy— the innocent must suffer 
and must be blasted. All the boasted liberty, 
All the boasted grandeur, the power of the 
American Republic wesasbam. If they con- 
tended that that was a fair construction of the 
Constitution then it ought to be amended. 

Pending the conclusion of Mr. Woiford’s 
speech the committee rose. 


ANOTHER DECISION BY SPARKS. 

Land-Commissivner Sparks, in a decision in 
the case of James Vaughan, a settler on the 
line of the Northern Pacific Railroad in Mon- 
tana, bolds that lands were not reserved by law 
for the railroad grant upon the filing by the 
company of maps of the general route, but 
only after the definit location of the actual line 
Ot the road. It has been a former ruling of 
the Interior Department that a statutory reser- 
vation was created when u map of the general 
route was filed, although the actual location of 
the road might afterwards be inade on quite a 
different line. Commissioner Sparks says he 
finds no authority of law for such 
construction and holds it contrary to 
the provisions of the granting act and to the 
vorform construction of raiiroad land- grants 
by the Supreme Court. The effect of the Com- 
mnissioner’s decision, if sustained, will be to 
protect settlers along the whole line of the 
road which was settled after maps of general 
routes were filed and before the definit loca- 
tion of the road, being periods ranging from 
three to ten years, and also to open to entry ail 
lands on the line between Waliuia, W. T., and 
Portland, Ore., a distance of some 200 miles 
and amounting to more than 5,000,000 acres. 
These lands lie in the Valley of the Columba 
River and have been kept in reservation since 
1872. 


INVESTIGATING THE TELEPHONE SCANDAL. 

The House Committee on Expenditures in 
the Department of Justice today instructed 
Chairman Gibson to make a report to the House 
on the resolution referred to the committee at 
the instance of Representative Hanback. 

{The resolution directed and empowered the 
committee to make full inquiry into any expendi- 
ture On the part of the Government relative to the 
rights of the Beli and Pan-Electric Telephone 
Companies. 

The committee has received letters from the 
heads of the Treasury and Interior Depart- 
ments and the bead of the Department of Jus- 
tice. From these it appears that the sum of 
$35.80 bas been spent for printing tbe opinions 
inthe Department of Justice, and Svolicitor- 
General Goode has contracted for fees, to be 
paid by the United States, to the amount of 
$8,000, and for other fees not fixed at the date 
of the answer from the Department of Justice. 

and no ocher expenses appear to have 
been incurred. The autbor of the resolution, 
Mr. Hanba.k, was called upon to suggest any 
Turther evidence, but had none to offer on the 
specific question put by the resolution referred 
to the committee by the House. The commit- 
tee did not feel authorized to go beyond the 
question thus submitted. The committee, for 
these reasons, sent for no persons and incurred 
no expense.”

In con- 
clusion the Commissioner says that thirty 
years ago there were but thirteen classes of in- 
vention. Today there are in the ollice 177 dis- 
tinct claims. In the year 1855, 4,435 applica- 
tions for patents were received, while during 
the last calendar year the office received 45,717 
applications. The total receipts of the Patent 
Office during the year were $1,188,089, and the 
expenditures were $1,024,378, leaving a balance 
of $163,710. The number of, caveats filed was 
2,552 and the number of issues 25, 691.

HE GOT HIS DESERTS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 13.—| Special.]— 
J. D. Foute, ex-Sberiff and Jailer of Lou- 
don County, was today sentenced by the Su- 
preme Court to eighteen years’ imprisonment 
for defrauding the State of $10,000. Last year, 
upon examining the accounts sent im by the 
jailers of the various counties tor payment, 
the Controller observed that those transmitted 
by Foute were largely in excess of what they 
formerly were. He placed the matter in the 
hands of detectives, who found that fictitious 
names bad been on the roll of prisoners in 
jail; that the State had been charged with the 
board of persons long after they bad been sent 
to the penitentiary; and that the signatures of 
court and councy Officers had been forged. 


AN UNMITIGATED FARCE. 


GEORGE HANKINS TRIED AND FOUND NOT 
GUILTY ON A CHARGE OF KEEPING A 
GAMBLING- HOUSE. 

George Hankins, the Clark street gambler, 
was brought before Justice Hawkinson yester- 
Gay afternoon charged with keeping a gaming- 
bouse in violation of Sec. 127 of Chap. 38 of the 
Criminal Code. Hankins demanded a jury 
trial and the court refused to graut 
it, hoiding that a Justice of the 
Peace aid not have exclusive jurisdiction 
over the case under Sec. 127, which « provides 
that whoever keeps or rents a gamb)tng-house 
for the first offense shall be fined not less than 
$100, for the second offense not less than 8500. 
with not less than six months’ imprisonment 
in the county jail, and for the third offease a 
une of not less than $500, with a penitentiary 
sentence of not less than two yeas and not 
more than five years. As Justices of the 
Peace have exclusive jurisdiction over cases 
of offenses punisbable by fines not exceeding 
$200, the court claimed that he could not fol- 
low the law and grant the trial by jury, but 
that he could only sit as examining wm igistrate 
and either discharge the prisoner or hold bim 
to the Criminal Court. Hankins then took a 
change of venue to Justice Barker, who 
granted a jury trial, and a venire was issued 
for s jurors. Constable Meyers picked up 
jurors on the street, and the following 
six were chosen to try the case: Lewis Strong, 
J. E. Harris, M. R. Fletcher, Jacob Lauer, 
George Niehoff, and George Hanson. 

The complainant was Henrietta Burkhardt, 
who charged that on or about Oct. 1, 1884, and 
at d vers other times thereafter ber husband. 
John Burkhard, lost about $600 gaming in the 
gambling-house of George and Al Hankins. 
There was ulso a separate complaint charging 
George and Al Hankins with keeping a gaming- 
house. This complaint was entered Jan. 13, 
and the writ was issued that day. A! Hankins 
escaped errest, and is said to be either in St. 
Louis or Louisville. The evidence showed that 
George Hankins was the seeming p oprietor of 
the place at No. 134 Clark street; that he 
moved about superintending the games, took 
money out of the cash-drawer, unlocked the 
safe, and the like. In spite of this testimony 
the defendant was found not guilty and dis- 
charged. 

Justice Barker claimed that he granted a 
jury trial aiter getting the consent of N. M. 
Plotke, attorney for the prosecution, and Perry 
A. Hull, defendant's counsel, and made that 
appear in his record of the case. Mr. Plotke 
denied that he clamored for trial by jury, and 
declared that the court took the responsibility 
of grantmg that form of trial after arguing 
that be haa no right to assume previous to 
taking the testimony that the offense was not 
the first one, which gave him jurisdiction. It 
was whispered about after the trial that one of 
the jurors was a vierk emploved in the office of 
Hull, detendwg attorney. The juror's name 
does not appear in the directory, and, as he had 
disappeared when the question of his connec- 
tion with Hull was raised, his antecedents, 
credentials, and occupation could not be ascer- 
tained. If Justice Hawkinson had no right to 
grant Hankins a jury trial be can be rearrested 
on the same charge and tried again.

EXPERIENCES RELATED AT THE REGULAR

LIVE-STOCK INSURANCE, 


THE CHICAGO AGENT LEAVES TOWN—AN 
UNPROFITABLE VENTURE. 

The United States Live-Stock Mutual Aid 
Society of Baltimore, Md., about which THe 
Trispune of Feb. 3 bad something to say, bas 
ceased operations in Chicago—at least at its old 
quarters on La Salle street—and Vice-Presi- 
dent, General Manager, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer Stewart bas left town. Owing to the 
statement regarding the unauthorized use of 
the names of leading Marylanders as indorsers 
ot the company business was unprofitable. 
Soon after Mr. Stewart's arrival here J. W. 
Albright, the Chicago manager, put up $100 
for office furniture and printing, and an office 
was opened at No. 177 La Salle street. The 
jast month’s rent bas not been paid. Albright 
was also made general agent for the States of 
lilinois and Michigan, and was to get 50 per 
cent of the business. It was found 
after ashorttrial bere that nothing could be 
done with the mutual aid plan, and a straight 
insurauce sebeme was inaugurated. Live 
stock, consisting chiefly of horses, was insured 
for 40 per cent of its value, anda policy was is- 
sued in the name of the society on the life of 
each animal separately. Some fifteen or twen- 
ty horse-owners were made subscribers to the 
plan. J. W. Kroger, ag oceryman on North 
Wells street, paid in $22: W. Levy & Son, 
butchers, at No. 94 Nortb Clark street, con- 
tributed $15, and De Berg & Son, on Chicago 
avenue, put in $12. J. D. Gallery, who does a 
large teaming business, and has an office on 
La Salle street, near Monroe, was about to in- 
sure his twenty-five horses, and bad told Stew- 
art to bring the policies around, when be read 
Tue TRIBUNE article, which induced him to 
pause in bis intention.

MORE MORMON 3 CONVICTED. 


THE LATEST DODGE OF THE SAINTS—THEY 
WILL NOT PLEAD GUILTY. 

SALT LAKE, Utah, Feb. 13.—/Special.|— 
George H. Taylor and James Moyle were both 
found guilty of unlawful cobabitation in the 
District Court today. Both went on the wit- 
negs-stand and testified to living each witb two 
wives. The two cases did not occupy fifteen 
minutes. This thing of indicted persons piead- 
ing not guilty and chen going on the witness- 
stand and testifying to being guilty of what is 
charged is a church dodge to keep the mem- 
bers from pleading guilty, whict is claimed as 
an acknowledgment of wrong-doing, which 
the church will not permit the members to ad- 
mit, thus setting up the claim that the pre- 
tended revelation on polyganty is above all 
other laws. The Mormons will obey the priest- 
hood orders, commit perjury, and have their 
friends do the same lu the courts, while out- 
side they will say, as did Policeman Smith: 1 
would like to obey the law, but can ] stand the 
pressure? That is the question. Disobedi- 
ence of church orders means more trouble 
than the common saints have the nerve to 
stand.

Bosse, T. M. Stewart, Thomas Lane, A. F. 
Raymond, Thomas Tiffany. C. A. Woodman, 
and F. D. Lansmg. It was anything but a 
model jury. The majority were saloon 
hangers-on or witless cierks, who vould not 
have spelled reform alliance if an Aldermanic 
office were the reward. They chewed tobacco, 
making a target of the stove, whispered among 
themselves in spite of Justice Lyon's repri- 
mands, and seemed to be dhe least interested 
of all those present.

ANOTHER SETBACK FOR THE ADAMS STREET 

RAILROAD, 

A bill was filed in the Superior Court yes- 
terday by Peter Schuttler and Catherine Hotz 
to prevent the Chicago Passenger Raiiway 
Company from extending its tracks on West 
Adams street and Centre avenue. The com- 
plainants own property ana live on the nortb- 
east corner Adams and Aberdeen streocts, and 
claim their property is valued at $100,000, be- 
ing handsomely improved. The llth of Jan- 
uary last the Common Council granted the 
Chicago Passenger Railway Company the right 
to jay a double track on West Adams 
street from Desplaines street to Centre 
aveuue, thence south on Centre averue to 
Twenty-first street, and west on Twenty-first 
street to Western avenue. The compiainants 
claim the company has not obtained the sig- 
natures of the requisit number and amount ot 
property-owners aloug the proposed route, but 
insists 1“ has the right to exterd its tracks 
without such signature. This the complain- 
ants deny, and ciaim that the propovea er- 
tension of the road past their houses will dam- 
age them 850.000, that the company bas never 
condemned the property and does not intend 
to do so, and should be enjoined from laying 
its tracks until it has obtained a clear right to 
doso. A temporary injunction was issued by 
Judge Garnett under a bond tor $5,000. 


THE DEADLY RAILROAD-CROSSING. 
A MOVEMENT ON FOOT TO PROTECT LIFE 
IN ITS VICINITY. 

In response to an invitation from the Citi- 
zens’ Association a number of prominent rail- 
road-men met a committee of the Citizens’ 


recommended the

Association in the latter's rooms yesterday to- 


consider some means for the better preserva- 
tion of the linbs and lives of citizens at the 
railroad-crossings inside the city limits. Rep- 
resenting the different railroads centering in 
the city there were present Messrs. C. M. 
Osborne and J. D. Carson of the Western Indi- 
ana; J. H. Wood, Chicago & Alton: Jeffery 
and Markham, Illinois Central; W. B. Keep, 
Northwestern; Watts, Pan-Handle; C. D. Law, 
Pennsyivania Company; G. O. Clinton and 
Edwin Walker, Mitwaukee & St. Paul; and 
H. B. Stone, Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. 
City-Attorney Washburne was also present. 
The object of the meeting was stated by Mr. 
A. A. Curpentor, Chairman of the Railroad 
Committee of the association, after which Mr. 
Wasbburoe was called upon for some remarks. 
His observations were few and to che point. 
He said that be had no doubt that the railroad 
men of Chicago were not only willing but a- 
wuys ready to comply with every reusonabe 
request that might be made of them by the 
cit zens, and it was weill that representatives 
of the railroads that had done so much to build 
up this great city should be present to hear 
what was said, and that care should be taken 


not to ask too much from them. Mr. Jeffery 
| of the Illinois Central 


in abrief address as- 
sured the meeting that the road he represent- 
ed would do everything in reason that might 
be suggested to protect life at railway cross- 
He suggested, however, that a law 
ougbt to be passed by the Leg slature making 
it a penal offense for persons to expose their 
hves to danger by walking along raili- 
road tracks, for in reality the evidence 
in the Coroner's inquests in the majority of 
railrosd killings piainiy showed that the vic- 
tims really tempted their fate. After all,“ 
said be, a man has no more right to trespass 
on our tracks than he has to trespass ou your 
premises without the necessary permission.” 
All the railroad-men present voiced Mr. Jef- 
trey's sentiments in haus desire to do anything 
reasonable in the premises, and a resoiution 
was finaily adopted for the appointment of a 
committee of the association to act ju coipera- 
tion with the railroad companies in considera- 
tion of the question by cailing on the man- 
agers of the different roads for in ormation, 
and trom these sources a joint report will be 
mad the association. The committee will 
be appointed by the President of the associa- 
tion in a iew days.

NO STRIKE AT M’CORMICK’S. 

THE RUMORS AS TO VISAFFECTION AMONG 
THE MEN AT THE MOOORMICK REAPER 
WORKS GROUNDLESS. : 
The rumors of disaffection among the em- 

ploy és at the McCormick reaper works and the 
probability of a strike among the molders bave 
absolutely no foundation in fact. A party of 
newspaper-men were convered to the works 
about noon yesterday and givea every facility 
for making an independent investigation into 
the existence of any alleged trouble or griev- 
ances. The visitors were piloted through the 
various departments of the factory by Super- 
intendent Averill, and permitted to converse 
indiscriminately with foremen and workmen. 
From conversations with employés in the tool- 
room, machine- room, and wood-room n could 
not be discovered that the men had the slight- 
est grievance to complain of, either 
as regarded thelr own treatment or 
that of their fellow employés in oth- 
er departments. They were unanimous 
in declaring that any trouble or discontent 
that might exist was entirely among outsiders, 
who were anxious to foment discord in the 
hope of bringing about a strike. 

A visit was next paid to the foundry where 
the alleged disaffection was said principally to 
exist. Since the strike last spring the compa- 
ny bas fixed upa plaut of molding machines, 
and the work is now being chiefly done by un- 
sk‘lled labor. There are still, however, some 
nine or ten old workmen emryioyed in waking 
the molds by the old band process. These be- 
ing skilled workmen receive the same rate for 
their piecework as they did last year, while 
the unskilled bands, who are now doing by the 
machine what many skilled workmen did last 
year, earn a littie more than tbe ordinary la- 
borers’ wages in other departments. Both the 
skilied and unskilled workmen are at 
present working about a day and a 
balt’s time each day, and receive correspond- 
ing remuneration. The trouble on account of 
which committees of the Molders’ Union and 
the Kn ghts of Labor made representations to 
Mr. McCormick arose through two moliders 
declining to work with laborers whom Super- 
intendent Averill bad sent to assist them. Mr. 
Averill states that the two men told him that 
this was contrary to the rules of their union, 
and be told them that if they were afraid of 
coming into any conflict with the union they 
should go bome until the matter biew over 
aud then return to work. One of the men 
has since returned, and the other is at perfect 
liberty todo 60. Inquiry among the molders 
showed that they were receiving the same 
wages as before, and were entirely satisfied 
with the maoner in which they were treated 
by the compauy. “If I wern't satisfied you 
bet I'd soon get out of bere, said a brawny 
molder. We've nothing to kick against. Of 
course this machinery is in a way hurts 
our business, but I've too much sense to make 
any kick against macbinery at the present day. 
The agricultural laborer might just as well be 
kicking yet against reapérs and binders The 
manufacture of the molding machines makes 
work for other men.“ 

The charges made by the Labor Committee 
that the company had made a rule to keep all 
the old molders out of the foundry, and that 
reductions in the number of employés and 
“wages were in contemplation, are expressly de- 
nied by Cyrus McCormick. He states that his 
explanations on these subjects seemed entirely 
satisfactory to the Labor Committees which 
called on him. The practice of making labor- 
ers work with molders bas been abandoned, 
and a the moiders now work in couples as de- 
fore. The charge that there was some d:saffec- 
tion owing to the overbearing character of 
Ward, the foundry foreman, was not substan- 
tiated by apy of the workmen spoken with. 
Ward, they said, might be.a little sharp at 
times, but no more so than the occasion de- 
manded,

As Officer Bold, dressed in citizen's clothes, 
was strolling along State street yesterday aft- 
ernoon his attention was called to the queer 
actions of a young girl who circulated very 
freely among the crowd in front of a large re- 
tail store.

WANTED FOR FORGERY. 
A COMPARATIVELY NEW SCHEME FOR MAK- 
ING MONEY EASILY. 

An operative of Matt Pinkerton's agency 
reached this city last night having in custody 
A. C. Bramwell, who is wanted in Kansas City 
for forgery. Bramwell, it is alleged, became 
acquainted with another young man named 


Smith living in that city, and the two forged | 


numerous checks and notes for small amounts. 
Dec. 21, it is charged, Bramwell got a bill of 
lading of the Kansas City, St. Jo & Council 
Bluffs Railroad Company, filied it, out. and 
signed the name of T. R. Fish, the agent at 
Kansas City, to it. Then, it is said, he went to 
Atchison and mailed it to James N. Watkins, 
the agent of the Nickel- Plate line at Kansas 
City. Two days after be telephoned Watkins, 
asking if be bad reveived a letter inclosing a 
„C. B.“ bid of lading for thirty-eight sacks of 
wool to Gregg Bros., Philadelphia. Watkins 


said be had not, but subsequently sent bim a 
duplicate. Bramwell, who was knowh as 
J. B. Brown, took the paper to the 
Second National Bank and wanted the 
cash. It called for $1,238. The bank officials 
would not give him the amount, saying they 
would send it to Gregg Bros., collect the money, 
and then pay him. He took a receipt and left. 
He returned after business bours, told the 
teller be was pressed for money, as be wanted 
to go further west and make some shipments, 
and asked for $100. The teller said no, unless 
he were identified. Bramwell started out to 
get a liveryman to indorse him, but did not 
come back. He then came to Chicago, and, it 
is said, tried todraw on the Atchison bank 
through the Union National, but could not do 
60, and telegraphed to Gregg Bros. They re- 
pled that they bad paid the draft. He then 
telegraphed the Atchison bank to wire bim the 
money, and was informed that upon present- 
ing the receipt at the Union National be could 
get the cash. This he aid, and for several days 
he had a lively time on the levee.“ Tue 
police finally took bim in. At the time 
be bad $700, a watch, and other 
things at the Tremont House. These were 
tied up by the police, who thought Brown, as 
he still cailed himself, was crooked. They 
could not find, however, that be was wanted, 
‘so Bramwell was fined for disorder'y conduct 
and released. He replevied his money and 
jewelry and went to Canada. The forgery bad 
been discovered in the meantime and the case 
given to Matt Pinkerton. He located Bram- 
well in Canada and an operative was sent there 
Sunday. He succeeded in roping him over to 
Detroit, where he was arrested on a requisiuon 
from the Governor of Missouri, and, as stated, 
reached this city on his way West last night. 
Bramwell is au intelligent-ooking man of 28, 
and bas a wife and child living in Kansas Citys, 
where bis parents reside. None of the money, 
for which the Nickel-Piate is responsible, was 
recovered. Detectives are looking for Smitb, 
who is supposed to have secured balf the pro- 
ceeds of the forgery. It is due to 
Mr. Watkins to say that bills of iading 
are usually signed by cierks, and this fact led 
bim to issue a bill for his road, the genuine- 
ness of Mr. Fish's signature cutting no figure. 
The trick is a comparatively new one and very 
likely to succeed, even when great care is 
taken, ia the rush of business.

Blair & Stimson, hardware dealers, 
at No. 103 Lake street, was the firm followed 
by William Biair & Co. Not the least curious 
teature about it was its effusive notices of 
marriages when the notice was accompanied 
by a piece of cake. Witness this, printed in 
the issue of Oct. 7, 1848: 

„At Deer Park, on the 5th ſhst., by the Rev. 
Mr. Pool, Mr. Albert Knapp to Miss Ellen Dod- 
sou. all of Cook County. : 

“The above was accompanied by a package 
of most delicious cake, as we are ready to ver- 
ify. Long life anda happy one to the young 
couple.“ 

Here is another that is simply gorgeous: 

Sunday evening, March 4. by the Rey. Mr. 
Barlow, Mr. Louis D. Hoard to Miss Margarette 
A. Clarkson, all of this city. 

[One alter another of our most bighly-es- 
teemed lady correspondents, weary of walking 
through the desert of this world’ alone, unites 
ber destiny with that of her twin-mate of ber 
heart. ‘Lila’ first went from among us, but 
her voice—saddened, it would seem, by the 
solemn roar of the Atiantio—comes from the 
Kast to greet the admirers of her genius. Now 
‘Ida,’ another daughter of song, has taken ber 
degree in the mysteries of life. In parlance, 
she is caged, but we trust ber music, freighted 
with the weaith of Poesy, will continue to float 
abroad, to cheer and to bless the dumb mi- 
ions." Thanks, friends, fora portion of the 
marriage feast.

GAS CONSUMPTION. 

THE ENORMOUS QUANTITIES BURNED IN 
THE COURSE OF A YEAR IN THIS CITY. 
It is estimated that a grand total of 2,500,- 

000,000 feet of gas will be manafactured and 

consumed in Chicago during the current year, 

the regular increase being figured at about 12 

percent perannum. It is claimed that the 

elevtric light bas little perceptible effect on the 
demand, both being used in many of the large 
blocks and piaces of resort. Of this enormous 
amount the city is the largest consumer, av- 
eraging about 1,000,000 feet per night, while in 
the South Division more is burned than in the 
other two sections of the city together. This 
may seem incredible, at first, when the extent 
of the West and North Sides sre taken into 
consideration, yet such is the fact. One place 


ot amusement will use as much as thirty 


or forty ordinary dweiliig-houses, and it 
should be considered that nearly all 
the theatres are on the South Side. 
Then come the Government Buflamg and 
Court-House, tne one sinking into the ground 
and the other fenced up and falling down, but 
both so beautifully designed that the impres- 
sion’ will ever remain that the architects 
stood n with the gas companies, as it is 
necessary to keep bundreds of jets going in 
each pile of stone, night and day. The Gov- 
ernment Building uses up about 1,500,000 feet 


each month, and the largest private consumers | 


are the Grand Pacific and Paimer House, whose 
proprietors come up growling every thirty 
days and pay for about 1,000,000 feet each. 
Several of the large wholesale and retail houses 
use about 500,000 feet apiece, and many manu- 
facturing establishments fully as much, while 
the number of blocks wherein 100,000 feet are 
burned is almost beyond computation. As it 
is generally believed there is some profit in the 
manufacture of gas, it is not likely, judging 
from the figures given, that stock in any of the 
established companies is fable to be hawked 
about the streets of Chicago during the year 
of grace 1886.

Caveat. 


The Present Status of the CaseWhat the 
Real Inventor Will Get Under 
the Patent. 


There has been so much talk lately concern-

Sensation not only among the ar 
torneys of the Bell Company, but 
among the Government officials, and as the dis- 
covery of Gray's rigbts was only known among 
avery few men, outside entirely of official cir- 
cles, it was impossibie for Garland to have any 
interest in the matter. There is no Govern- 
ment official interested in the Gray company. 
and there never has been, and if Gray succeeds 
he will succeed entirely upon bis merits. And 
if, when this trash is elim inated, it is found 
that Gray is the origina! inventor of the tele- 
phone this Government wiil not be slow in do- 
ing what France has already done—give him 
the recognoiuon which be sor gbtly deserves. 

It is impossible to see bow Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland can be guilty of any wrong-doing 
if Gray is the only man who bas a chunce to 
procure a patent. And if Gray was left out of 
the contest, in my op nion, Garland would not 
be guilty of wrong-domyg. Whoever supposed 
when be was Senator that be would ever be 
elevated to the position of Attorney-General. 
Such an event was among the most remote 
possibilities then. Few honestly believed, at

WHAT GRAY IS ENTITLED To. 

“To what is Prof. Gray entitied under the 
letters patent?“ 

Judge Drummond bas decided that au in- 
ventor is entitied to the full extent of bis in- 
vention, although be did pot foresee ail its re- 
sults, and Judge Lowell, in the famous Spencer 
case (telephone) decided that an inventor was 
entitled to the credit of all his instrument 
would do, whether be knew its capacity’ or not. 
This was also decided by Judge Brown of Micb- 
igan, and will be found in the Federal Reporter. 
And the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in the case of Stow vs. Chicago, 
decided ‘a patentee who is the first to make an 
inventiap is entitled to his claim for all the 
uses and advantages which belong to it.’ This 
is undoubtedly the law. 

“If Gray gets a patent, what effect will it 
bave on the Globe and other telephone compa- 
nies’ stocks?“ 

“The Globe Company is founded on 
the Meucci claims, I understand, and some 
devices putented by others. Tho Meucci 
caveat covers the ‘Lovers’ telegraph,’ 80 
called, and cannot be considered as an in- 
vention. He has no legal standing, even if be 
bad made such a description of a telephone as 
to enable one skilled in the art to reproduce it. 
It cannot be considered a prior publication, be- 
cause it has not disclosed a telephone, and can- 
not therefore be of any material use in break- 
ing Gown the Bell patent. Therefore any stock 
of any telephone company can be of little value 
not founded on some solid grounds. However, 
we are willing and even anxious to let all have 
aiairsbow,and only desire to win if right. 
Prof. Gray wishes it understood that he stands 
or falls upoo the absolute merits of his inven- 
tions, and will concede to his rivals all that 
they are entitled to.“ 


THE CUNTROLLERSHIP. 


MR, RIDGELY WILL NOT GET IT, NOR ANY 
OTHER ILLINOIS MAN—A CRUEL HOAX. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—/[Special.]— 

The Liiinois Democrats had the cold chilis this 

morning when they read that Charles Ridgely 

of Springfield had been offered the Coutroller- 
ship of the Currency. They badn’t even heard 
his name mentioned in connection with the 
place. Most ot them started at once for the 

Treasury Department and White House. Those 

of lesser degree did not get audience, but Col. 

Morrison had an interview with the President, 

while other Congressmen saw Secretary Man- 

ning. The President was no less surprised 
than the Il.inois members bad been. He is re- 
purted to bave told Mr. Morrison very tartly 
that be knew nothing of Ridgely, and had 
never considered him for the position. 
Cleveland further said something which will in- 
terest Controller Gurney. This was that the 
appointment would not go to the Prairie State 
under any circumstances, as he had long ago 
degided that II inois had more than her quota 
of bureau positions. It was not a good time 
for such a thing, but immediately thereafter 
Mr. Morrison formully presented “Great Or- 
ganizer’’ Lewis B. Parsons as the only genu- 
ine Sucker candidate for the Controliership of 
the Ourrency. The application has been on 
the tapis for some days. Parsons bas hereto- 
fore been a candidate for a Consulship, but he 
is understood to have abandoned that and to 
have fixed on something at home. By aiming 
high it is thought he may wing something fair- 
ly good. The formality of presenting bis name, 
bowever, lost much of its force through the 

Ridgely incident. 

The members who inquired of Secretary 
Manning got the same news given out at the 
White House. When it was definitiy settled that 
Mr. Ridgely was not to be Controller of the 
Currency there was a yearning to know who 
had deluded bim into the notion he might be. 
Some of the lilinois Democrats hazarded a 
guess that it was some of Gen. Black's tom- 
foolery. Their guess seems to be correct. It 
is said that when Mr. Ridgely was in the city 
last week Gen. Biack sent an urgent message 
to him to arrange an interview. The meeting 
was had just before the Springfield capitalist 
took the tra n for New York. The idea is that 
Biack became possessed of the notion that 
Ridgely was just the man for the occasion, 
and w.thout waiting to consult the President 
began telegraphing to get rid of any obstacles 
in the way ot bis acceptance. 

The President bas not tendered the office of 
Controller of the Currency to any one s nce 
Mr. Cunvon’s resignation was received. The 
Presideat, in order to have the benefit of Mr. 
Cannon's services in case they may be re- 
quired before an appolotment is made, bas as 
yet taken no action on his resignation, which 
was tendered to take effect the Ist ingt. 
Mr. Cannon bas not bad anything to do w 
the business of the office since the Ist inst. In 
tendering bis resignation he iniormed the 
President that be would always be ready and 
willing to give the benefit of his kuowledge 
and experience to whosoever might be se- 
jected to succeed him. it is therefore thought 
bis res gnation will not be accepted until his 
successor shall have been appointed. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 13.—[Special.]—The 
Hon. Charles Kidgely ot the Ridgely National 
Bank returned from the East today. He was 
much annoyed at the publicity made of the of- 
ier of Presiaent Cleveland to make him Con- 
troller of the Currency, vice Cannon, retired. 
Mr. Ridgely refused to talk about the matter. 
He told some of his intimate friends that be 
should accept the position provided he could 
arrange his business matters bere satisfactori- 
ly. Thereis littie doubt on the part of bis 
friends but that be will accept. Springer's 
friends are the only ones bere who are not in 
favor of Mr. Ridgely accepting the appoint- 
ment. They say it would not be the fair thing 
for Mr. Ridgely to do.

A SOLDIER AT REST. 


The Remains of Gen. Hancock Tak- 
en to Norristown, Pa, for 
Burial 


A Sorrowful and Affecting Farewell 
by the Grief-Stricken Wife at 
Governor’s Island, 


Services at Trinity Ohurch—The Journey 
to the Tomb—The Last Sad 
Rites. 


New York, Feb. 13.—Governor’s Island, vis- 
ited by u raging storm and banked witn fog, 
was apparently as isolated this morning as a 
rock in mid-ocean. The little steamer At- 
lantic, which darts to and fro between the Bat- 
tery and the pier on. the island, brought over 
loads of officers in uniforms and citizens in 
dripping overcoats. Last evening everybody 
upou the island was allowed to enter the par- 
lor in which Gen. Hancock's body lay and take 
a farewell look at his dead countenance. 
This morning Dr. Janeway reported that Mrs. 
Hancock bad passed a restiess nieht but 
seemed better at daybreak. Between 7 and 8 
o'clock the guards of bonor drew up in front 
of the Hancock mausion. Then came the 
detachment of 200 soldiers from the 
several forts and drew up be- 
hind them. In the meantime the widow 
of Gen. Hancock, accompanied by Mrs. Lieut. 
Griswold and Mrs. Bouvier, entered the room 
in which the hero lay and took a parting look 
at his face. Mrs. Hancock kissed her hus- 
band’s forehead while the tears fell fast trom 
her overflowing eyes; then she sank into a 
chair and would have fallen to the floor had 
not kindly hands come to her assistance. The 
coffin-lid was then put in its place, and a laurel 
wreath, brought to this city by Col. John H. 
Weeks from the Philadelphia division of the 
military order of the Loyal Legion, was laid 
upon it. Six soldiers bearing a biack cloth 
covered bier came into the room, and, placing 
the coffin upon it, bore the body out of the 
bouse. The detachment of troops drawn up 
outside moved down the winding path to the 
steamer Chester A. Arthur, which wus to re- 
ceive the party. The mourners were: Lieut. 
and Mrs. Griffin, Mr. and Mrs. Merriam, Mr. 


and Mrs. Bouvier, Col. Russell and wife, Mrs. 
W. F. Ludlow. Mrs. Hancock, on the advice 
of her friends, did not leave home. Mrs. Bou- 
vier remained with ber. 

It was precisely 9 o'clock when the first gun 
fired at Castle William boomed out over the 
bay, announcing that the boat was ready to 
leave ber dock. The passage across to New 
York was so short that but few vessels were 
met. After a flag bad been wrapped around 
the coffin, and Gen. Hancock's sword in its 
gold scabbard and bis Major-General’s chapeau 
placed on top, the troops broke into columns 
of companies and prepared for the march to 
the church. The pail-bearers—Thomas F. Bay- 
ard, Secretary of State; Gen. William T. Ser- 
man, Lieut.-Gen. Philip H. Sheridan, Muj.-Gen. 
J. M. Schofield, Gen. W. B. Franklin. Gen. W. 
B. Smith, Brig.-Gen. James B. Fry, Brig.-Gen. 
A. H. Terry, Brig.-Gen. N. A. Miles, Brig.-Gen. 
John Newton, Brig.-Gen. O. B. Wilcox, Gen. 
Francis Walker. Mr. J. W. Hartshorn, Col. 
W. P. Wilson, and Mal. D. W. Miller— 
entered carriages and followed the military. 
A squad of police cleared the way. After the 
hearse came along line of carriages with the 
family and friends aud representatives from 
the New York commandery of the military 
order of the Loyal Legion, Society of the Army 
of the Potomac, Puil Kearney Post, No. 8. 
George Washington Post, and others. The 
streets, despite tbe storm, were crowded, 


AT TRINITY CHURCH. 

The procession passed througb the lower part 
of Whitehall street, through State street, pass- 
ing to the west of the Bowiing Green, and thea 
kept up Broadway to Trinity Church. Every 
seatin the church, except those which had 
been especially reserved, was early occupied. 
The edifice bore no trace of mourning save a 
white cross on à black border which rested 
upon the pulpit. The various floral gifts were 
tastefuily arranged at the altar-rail, and the 
interstices in the reading-desk were filied with 
small floral designs. 

The booming of cannon and the solemn peal- 
ing of the church bells announced tne arrival 
ot the cortége at 10 o'clock, and Sexton Brown 
preceded the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix and the 
Rev. E. H. C. Goodwin down the main a sle to 
the front door, where the casket and pall- bear- 
ers were. The procession moved along slowly 
up the aisle to the altar, the clergy men in front 
of the cusket, and immediately bebind theta 
came Gen. Sherman and Secretary of State 
Bayard. After the four gentiemen above 
mentioned came eight stalwart soidiers bear- 
ing the magniticant casket, and on either side 
of them marched the other pall-bearers. Fol- 
lowing the pall-bearers came Lieut. Griffin 
and his wife, the latter dressed in 
deep mourning and having her 4year-oid 
daughter by the ‘band. With them was 
littie Russell Hancock, the grandson of the 
dead bero. The casket was deposited ona 
catafalque im tront of the altar, and the pall- 
bearers were allotted the first two pews on 
either side of the main aisle. The choir then 
chanted, ** Lord, Let Me Know My End.“ 
after which the Rev. E. H. C. Goodwin of Guvy- 
ernor's Island read the lesson, which was taken 
from the First Epistle of the Corinthians, 
twentieth verse. The choir then sung * Rock 
of Ares, and then gathered around the coffin, 
where * Croft's Buriai Service was rendered 
in an impressive manner. The antnem, * I 
Heard a Voice from Heaven,“ was sung by a 
quartet. The Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix then read 
the Lord's Prayer, after which the funeral pro- 
cession reformed, and with the strains of the 
» Dead March in Saul,“ which was feelingly 
played by Organist Messiter, marcbed duwn 
the aisle to the main entrance, where the 
casket was once more placed in the hearse. 
The steamer Osseo conveyed the funeral party 
to Jersey City, where a special train was wait- 
Ing to convey the party to Norristown. Among 
these on the Osseo, besides the family and per- 
sonal friends, were Maj. Jackson, Fifth Ar- 
tillery, United States army, Capt. Beck, 
United States army, and sixteen non 
commissioned officers, comprising a guard of 
honor; also the pali-bearers and the following 
committee from the Loyal Legion: Col. Van 
Rensselaer, Maj. Ira Taloff, Lieut. Fordbam 
Morris, Medical Director Charles Martin, 
United States navy; Samuel B. Lawrence, 
Capt. Samuel Truesdell, and Capt. Ivan Reed, 
United States army. On the train the relations, 
near frieuds, and pall-bearers occupied the rear 
var, while the forward car contained, besides 
the remains, the mi itary escort. The two in- 
termediate carscontained the division officers 
and friends. Promptly at 11:50 a. m. the train 
drew out of the station, the crowd, many of 
whom were ladies, standing with reverently 
bowed heads. The police regulations were per- 
fect. There was no confusion or delay. 


AT THE TOMB. 


NORRISTOWN, Pa., Feb. 13.—The funera)- 
train bearing the remains of Gen. Hancock 
made the journey from Jersey City to this 
piace without untoward incident. All along 
the route the people, men, women, and chi- 
dren, were out to see the passage of the biack- 
robed cars, testifying their respect and hovor 
for the brave defender of the Union. At 
Philadelphia committees representing the 
Loyal Legion and the citizens awaited the 
train. Among the distinguished Pennsyl- 
vanians there gathered were Gov. Pattisun ana 
ex-Govs. Hoyt and Hartrantt. The train 
reached Norristown at 2:40 p. m. The proces- 
sion was at once formed, consisting of the pall- 
bearers, the Town Counci), the Hancock Vet- 
erans Of Philadeipbia, Zook Post, G. A. R., 
Masonic organizations, and citizens. The pro; 
cession filed through Main street, which was 
crowded with people, to the site of the tomb 
on the hill overiookmg the city. Several thou- 
sand people bad gathered at that point, and 
the Loyal Legion and Zook Post formed a 
cordon around the tomb to keep the crowd 
back. The hearse at length reached the curve 
near the cemetery and the Sergeants of the 
Fifth Artillery lifted the heayy casket, and, 
eight on a side, with reiiefs at hand, slowly 
led the way around the last bend of 
the General's last journey. Tne bear- 
ers bad alighted and formed in lines 
on each side of tue remains. Secretary of 
State Bayard walked level with the head of the 
coffin and half his colleagues followed, while 
Gen. Sherman led the file on the opposit side, 
witb Secretary of War Endicott next to bim. 
Gen. Sheridan was next behind Mr. Bayard. 
There was no pause at the entrance of the 
tomb, the reguiars carrying the casket directiy 
inside, where they rolled it into the n.che that 
was waiting. As the body passed through the 
gatewuy of the tomb the first of three salvos 
was fired trom the biliside by licht battery F 
of Fort Hamilion. Then came forward a d ue- 
costed wessenger from the widow. He oore 
two wreaths of white marguerites. Upon one ia 
purple tmmortelies was the word Daughter "’ 
ana the Other bore the word Husbaud.“ The 
upper rurut hand niehe was opened, and upon 
the casket of the General's daughter Ida wus 


placed one of the tokens from tme widow, | 


| while the other was placed upon the General's 


casket. Then the marble bi were. set in 
position and sealed. Then, the regulars 
withdrew from the sepulchre a bugler came 
out from tbe ranks and, standing upon the 
gentle slope, sounded the last taps for Gen. 
Hancock. The bearers re@ntered their car- 
riages, the gate of the tomb was fastened, the 
thousands melted away through the snow-wet 
paths and down the bilisides to the town, and 
the last rites were ended. 


HONORS BLSEWHERBE. 

New Oreans, La., Feb. 13.—|Special.j]—At 
the bour of interment of Maj.-Gen. Hancock 
yesterday a detachment of Capt. May's famous 
Battery B. Washington Artillery, under com- 
cand of Sergt. Arthur Costi, fired a salute of 
thirteen guns at the head of Canal street as a 
tribute of respect to the departed soldier. A 
graceful courtesy was paid to the Union 
soldier and a proper tribute to the illustrious 
dead by Admiral Lacombe, commanding the 
North Atlantic Squadron of the French navy. 
Upon ascertaining the occasion of the salute 
by Capt. May's detachment the Admiral imme- 
diately caused the flag of the frigate La Flore 
to be placed at half-mast and the United States 
flag tote placed on the fore. The frigate 
then fired a salute of thirteen guns.

THE LAKE-FRONT MEETING. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 13.—(Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Your reporter omitted the foilowmg resblu- 
tion in his account of the meeting Friday last. 
It was introduced by myself, and was adopted 
unanimously: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting that 
the right of the city to the Lake Front is clear and 
indisputable, and should not be subject to negotia- 
tion or compromise. 

My idea is that the city is in rightful posses- 
sion of all the rights it ever had, and should 
maintain them at any rate and ali hazaras by 
its police power. The rights of the State and 
generai Government are of course the same 
as they were vefore the city was incorporated, 
neither more nor less. And they are attempt- 
ing to steal nothing, the city being in tull 
possession and maintaining that possession. It 
is the right of any ind:vidual or curporation 
wishing to dispossess the city to resort to the 
tribunais of our country provided for the pur- 
pose of adjusting such controversies. Our 
people are not afraid of courts, but tmey are 
of Aidermen and legislators. If the railroad 
company bad brought a suit in the court ia 
1879, instead of bribing the Legislature, the 
whole matter in controversy would bave been 
adjusted long ago. Why not begin its suit 
now? Let the motto of our people be Never 
Surrender untti suits brought by the railroad . 
company itseif shail be determined in its tavor.

THE WEEK IN SOCIETY. 


Chicago Enjoying a Season of Gaye- 
ty~—Preparations for the 
Charity Ball. 


Less Dancing and More Elaborate Din-

Arrangements for the Second Charity Ball 
are progressing rapidly. The affair promises 
to eclipse anything that has ever been attempt- 
ed in Chicago. The balis of former years, 
while almost perfect in weir appointments, 
will be improved upon in many respects. Ar- 
rangements will be made to canopy the whole 
front of the armoriez, covering a space 300 
feet in length, allowing sixteen carriages to 
approach and deliver their occupants at one 
time. Johnny Hand, with an orchestra of filty 
pieces, will furnish the music for dancing, 
while the United States Cavairy Band from 
Jefferson Barracks wili furnish the promenade 
music. This band ranks second only to the 
Marine Band at Washington.

Great care has been exercised in making 
up the list; but to guard against errors all the 
managers of the ball will be provided with in- 
vitations, and will make any corrections upon 
request. It is the intention of the managers 
to make the company as select as heretofore, 
and every indication points to a very substan- 
tial money benefit for the institutions for 
which it is given. The percentage of expenses 
to receipts will be much less than in former 
years, as there isa generous rivalry among 
merchants and others in the city in the way of 
furnishing material for the ball free of cost. 


While the committee has a great many names 
of owners of flags, yet all persons owaing large 
and reasonably ciean flags will confer a favor 
by notifying members of the committee where 
the flags can be secured. A wagon will then 
call for them, and each flag will be ticketed 
with the name of the owner and returned after 
tae ball, being insured meanwhile against fire. 
The boxes, which formed such a brilliant and 
effective feature of the ball-room last year, 
will be increased in number, and there 
are indications of greater rivairy for their pos- 
session than was manifested then. Certainly 
there was no fairer sight than the lovely faces 
and fine toilets that filied them on that occa- 
sion. 

The ball was inaugurated last year, to be 
continued from year to year as a permanent 
thmg. Each year its proceeds will be given to 
one or two charitable institutions selected ac- 
cording to their deserts and necessities at the 
time. Wolle its social distinction and excel- 
leut manugement render it a delightful enter- 
tainment in every sense of the word, it is a 
pleasant thing to know that by far the greatest 
part of the money goes to those excellent char- 
ities, every effort being made to cut off any 
expense not necessary to the comfort and suc- 
cess of the occasion.

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A SLEEPING HAMLET. 


The Home of Ferdinand Black, the 
Blind Ten-Thousand-Dollar 
Pensioner, 


Whose Wife Recently Obtained a Di. 
yorce Because He Couldn’t Sup- 
port Her. 


The Old Man Skeptical Concerning Hig 
Good Fortune—A Community of 
Pensioners. 


Tuesday of last week a dispatch from Indi- 
ana polis announced the payment of $10,763 
pension money to Ferdinand Biack of Etna 
Green, Ind., the amount being the largest ever 
paid by the local agency to a single claimant. 
Etna Green is a dismal little burg dumped into 
the mud down in Kosciusko County. There 
are between 400 and 500 inhabitants in the vil- 
lage, which is not of an aspect sufficiently 
prepossessing to lure a Sybarite to pass 
his life there. Presumably, it does 
not always rain at Etna Green, 
but when it does, adrearier and more cheer- 
less little town it wouid be difficult to find. 
Tne denizens of Etna Green are typical 
Roosiers in appearance; and their favorit at- 
titude is a semi-recumbent posture, with the 
hands thrust into the trousers pockets, and a 
pipe held languidly in the teeth. The principal 
industry seems to be sitting on a fence and ex- 
pectorating at a mark. Aimiess whittling at a 
stick is also a popular pursuit. Occasionally a 


dog-tight will arouse the populace 
from its lethargy, and prominent eit 
gens will make haste to get to the 


scene of the combat. Although the town is 
not mentuoned in the chronicles of antiquity, 
the storms of centuries seem to have left their 
marks upon the dilapidated buudings of the 
piace. 

Etna Green is in a state of chronic coma. 
The mercantile magnate of the town is a young 
Hebrew, who is shrewd and enterprising. The 
day THe TRIBUNE representative paid his 
visit the only important trading done was the 
exchange of three dozen eggs fora jackknife 
and a button-hook. What the farmer mak- 
ing the deal wanted of the button-hook 


was not apparent, as his boots 
were of the old-fashioned style of 
architecture and manufactured of cowhide. 


The inhabitants passed the greater portion of 
the day in loiling in front of the stores on 
either side of the principal street and inter- 
changing chaff. The shoemaker, a hulking 
young fellow, who stumped around on a wood- 
en leg, appeared to be the chief humorist, and 
bis sullies were received with infinit relish by 
the rest of the raw-boned, nicotinous idlers. 
When he advised the farmer to trade his eggs 
for a corkscrew. so he could pull his breath,” 
the refined wit of the suggestion created a roar 
of laughter. The oracle of the village is in 
appearance startlingly like a slip of Horace 
Greeley, according to Nast, grafted upon the 
“Evengeline" Lone Fisherman. He was 
caimly seated on an empty beer-keg, puffing 
diligently at a particularly long and singularly

„Waal, sir.“ said the oid gentleman, laying 
aside his violin, I'm glad to see ye; that is, 
I'm glad to meet ye. I can’t see, ye know. I 
been blind for fourteen year.“

„ An’ be needs it bad, put in the druggist, 
who appeared to be the blind man’s Fidus 
Achates. 

How lone have you been trying to get this 
pension, Mr. Black. 

“ Must be pretty close onto fourteen year. 
I got sick with the measies in 62. I was with 
the Forty-sixth Indiana, Company F. an’ we 
was in camp up in Logansport.”’ 

Had you seen any fighting?” 

* Yes, I b’lieve (dubiously) they was two 
battles I was in, but I don't recollect their 
names. We'd been drilling an’ camping pretty 
bard, an’ a good many of the boys got the 

Ses. 
Then you lost your sight at once?” 

„No; I guess it wag along about four year 
after that I got so’s I couldn't see at all; but 
my eyes kep’ a’ growin’ wuss an’ wuss ali the 
time. I give the pension claim to some lawyers 
down to Indianapolis, but, gosh hang it all! 
they kep' a shilly-sbaliyin’ along so I ain't 
‘complished much.“

“All I've got against him is that be drinks 
pretty hard. He often comes in here for a 
meal when he's broke, and he always gets it. 
Every body feels sorry for him, gt course, but 
his blindness makes him irritahle, and be's 
kind of cranky at times. Cigar, sir? Yes, sir. 
Very sorry, but we ain’t got any but two- 
— ; that’s the only kind that sells down 

re. 

It appears, therefore, that Black is a sort of 
village Rip Van Winkle, who, instead of hav- 
ing slept for twenty years, bas been blind for 
fourteen. He was not in active service when 
he was attacked by measies, and his biindness 
came upon him four years after his recovery. 
It further appears that in this little town of 
something over 450 inhabitants a goodly pro- 
portion of the population draw pensions. The 
shoemaker above referred to admitted that 
when the War broke out be was not born 
vet.“ and that he lost his leg in a saw-miil; 
but he added that he had been thinking of ap- 
plying for a pension and thought his chances 
of getting one were pretty good. 


THE NEW CARDINAL. 


SOMETHING ABOUT HIS EARLY LIFE—A MAN 
OF GREAT PIETY AND KINDNESS—REMINIS- 
CENCES. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 13.—|Special.]—Dur- 
ing the late Plenary Councilin Baltimore ob- 
servers were struck by the marked personal 
contrast between Archbishop Gibbons and the 
other prelates. Nearly all the Catholic Bishops 
are above the average hight—handsome and 
commanding in appearance. The first of them, 
however, the President of the Council and the 
Primate of the church in America, and now 
soon to wear the robes of a Cardinal, might 
have been taken for the humblest of at- 


tendant priests were it not for bis 
archiepiscopal robes. At St. Charles’ 
College, Md., where be _ received bis 


classical education, he was conspicuous for 
humble piety rather than brillant achieve- 
ments in studies. He was in bad health dur 
ing most of his college course. He graduated 
near the bottom of his class and entered the 
seminary without any marked reputation for 
ability. After his ordination to the priest 
hood be was assigned to a little church in How- 
ard County, near Baltimore, while his more 
brilliant classmates filled city pulpits. Today, 
while most of his classmates are still in the 
city pulpits, be is the first prelate of the church 
in America. His rise is not due to any great 
worldly achievements. Called by Archbishop 
Spalding to the assistant rectorship of the 
cathedral, he gained the affection of all 
by his piety and simple eloquence. 
When North Carolina was made a Vica- 
riate Apostolic he was appointed Vicar 
on the recommendation of the Archbishop, 
who was much attached to the pious young 
priest. The Bishopric of Richmond, Va., hav- 


ing become vacant shortly afterwards by the 
death of Bishop McGill, the Vicar of North 
Carolina was given that see in connection with 
his Vicariate. Archbishop Bayley, the suc- 
cessor of Spalding, inherited the latter’s affec- 
tion for the youthful Bishop of Richmond and 
called him to Baltimore as coadjutor “cum 
jure successionis.“ The death of Archbishop 
Bayley afew months afterwards left Bishop 
Gibbons occupant of see and Primate of 
the American Catholic Church. 

While Archbishop Gibbons presided over the 
small country parish of Elkridge, near Balti- 
more, small-pox broke out in the village, and a 
general exodus immediately followed. An old 


negro at the point of death was deserted by 


his family, who left him neither food nor med- 
icines. Father Gibbons bastened to the bea- 
side of the dying man ana remained with him 
till the last. Nor was this all. No one could 
be procured to carry the corpse to the grave. 
Father Gibbon obtained a coffin, placed the 
body therein, and, biring a wagon, took the re- 
mains to the cemetery, and after performing 
the funeral rites buried the body. His career 
as Vicar of North Carolina was filled with oc- 
currences equally as noteworthy, but of a hu- 
morous rather than pathetic nature. He still 
talks with zest of bis all-day rides on borseback 
through the North Carolina pine forests; of 
nights spent in the flea-covered log-cabin of 
the necro, whose best accommodations con- 
sisted of a corn-husk bed, meals spread out on 
the floor, and gourds for drinking-cups; of 
savory dinners of fat bacon and hoecakes, and 
of other accompaniments of missionary life 
among the Southern negroes. 

Archbishop Gibbons is the author of ** The 
Faith of Our Fathers.“ which bas met witha 
larger sale than any Roman Catholic book pub- 
lished in América. More than 100,000 copies 
have been sold since its publication in 1877. 
As a puipit orator the Primate has neither an 
impressive presence nor a good voice, but he is 
at bis best in simple appeals, and tothis fact 
is due his great missioary snccess. 


GILBERT AND SULLIVAN’S NEXT. 


IT WILL TELL ABOUT A LITTLE EGYPTIAN 
MAID OF ILLUSTRIOUS DESCENT—COPY- 
RIGHT PRECAUTIONS. 

New York, Feb. 13.—({Special.|—The heavy 
profits made by Gilbert and Sullivan through 
„ne Mikado in this country, and the like 
wise great sum which piracy of the opera has 
deprived them of, have led them into tremen- 
dous anxiety as to their next work and its pro- 
tection. Sullivan consulted with lawyers, 
while recently bere, on the question whether, 
if he were to become a naturalized citizen of 
the United States, he would loge his copyrights 
in England, in which case his music would be 
lost to him in that country, though Gilbert 
might still protect the words there, and they 
would not be available here without 
the notes. That scheme was abandoned. 
The present idea is to associate an 
American autbor in the next opera 
to a sufficient extent to let him copyright the 
work. As tne portions written by him, dis- 


tributed through the words and music, need 
not be disclosed until an action in court 
against iniringers made it essential, it is 
thought the device may prove effective. The 
new piece, which by contract is to be ready for 
production next October, is to present the 
story of an Egyptian girl who learns that she

CHICAGO BANKS, 


The Elements of Their Prosperity— 
Advantages Over the Banks 
in Other Cities. * 


The Large Ratio of Deposits to Capi- 
tal Gives Them Handsome 
Earnings. } 


Some Interesting Statistical Tables—Pros- 
pects of the Institutions Now Or- 
ganizing. 


The recent movements toward the organiza- 
tion of new banks in this city naturally raise 
tne questions whether Chicago has not already 
asupply of banking capital sufficient for the 
needs of its business, and what are the pros- 
pects of profit on the capital soon to be invested. 
Five new projects are under consideration and 
there is little doubt that at least two or three 
of them will be carried out by the Ist of May. 
The jnstitutions now in existence have bad a 
very prosperous career and they command as 
much confidence as the banks in any other city 
of the country. Banks that have been in 
ope: a ion but two or three years are returning 
to their stockholders handsome dividends and 
placing goodly sums to the surplus account 
from time to time. A study of statistics 
bearing on the subject leads to the conciusion 
that the city is by no means overcrowded with 
banks, but that if every scheme pow in con- 
templation is carried out there will be all that 
can be well supported. -Bankers have hereto- 
fore considered Chicgzo as good a field for 
their business as there is in the country, but 
the new enterprises contemplate the invest- 
ment of $3,000,000 to $4,000,000, which will 
bring up bank capital about toa parity with 
that of other cities, all things considered. The 
danger of any such mania for the establish- 
ment of banks as will make the business profit- 
less is, however, small. There are too many 
other opportunities for making money in Chi 
cago. Thrifty tradeamen get percentages on 
their capital in comparison with which bank 
dividends look meagre; real estate which has 
been wisely selected yields a greater in- 
crease; and there are a thousand semi- 
speculative ventures that offer much greater 
attractions to persons willing to take some 
risk than anything in the banking line. But 
there will be an increase in the number of 
these institutions from year to year, and such 
a thing as giving up business because it does 
not pay is unknown in this city in recent 
years. The withdrawal of the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce is not an abandonment but rather 
a better adaptation of the business to the fleld 
in which it is conducted. The succession of 
the American Exchange National Bank to the 
good will of the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
adds largely to the available loaning capital of 
the city. 

IT IS DIFFERENT AT THE BAST. 

In New York there have recently been some 
cases—notably that of the Union National 
Bank—of shutting up shop because the busi- 
ness did not pay, and throughout the East gen- 
eraliy complaint is made of small profits. Re- 
ductions of dividends by institutions of high 
rank have been common. The contrast be- 
tween Chicago and tne Eastern cities in this 
respect is the more interesting in view of tho 
fact that vast amounts of Eastern money are 
loaned in the West, whereas very little West- 
ern money is loaned in the East. The Eastern 
banks bave the country for their fleld; the 
Western banks bave the West. Chicago dus“ 
ness-men still borrow some funds in tne East 
for their current operations, and itis by no 
means an unknown thing for them to get ac- 
commodations in London, but their reliance on 
outside capital becomes smaller and smaller 
every year. Mortgage loans and investments 
outside the domain of banking are 
the principal features of the Eastern 
business now. The competition of the 
Canadian banks is still an element 
of some importance in Chicago, two branches 
being left in operation here, but it is telt main- 
ly in the matter of Board of Trade loans, 
which, as the interests of the city have become 
diversified, are considered of less and less con- 
sequence by the bankers. And then the Cana- 
dian branches adapt themselves less readily to 
the daily wants of business-men than the home 
institutions, as no important step is taken 
without authority from the head office in 
Canada. 

LENDING POWER OF CHICAGO BANKS, 

An effort has been made to compile statistics 
showing the lending power of the Chicago 


banks of deposit and discount as compared 
with that of other cities of this coun- 


try. It is obviously impossible to 
reduce the exhibit to a dase of 
mathematical accuracy, but it is believed 


that a fairly correct. idea may be obtained from 
the following tables, for the first nine cities 
have been selected with a view of giving a 
representation of the East and the West. 
Eastern savings banks are of course not in- 
cluded because they have no capital stock. 
Western savings banks have capital stock and 
are included. No accountis taken of institu- 
tions called banks unless they are so recog- 
nized generally and make public statements of 
their capital, nor is cognizance taken of 
brokers. Canadian banks are excludea, as the 
amount of their capital in any particular lo- 
cality varies from time to time. The figures 
of the population are from the last census 
report:

It will be seen that the differences in the per 
capita of capital and surplus are very wide. 
The average is $71.36, which is much above the 
quota of Chicago. The average of the four 
cities in the list recognized as distinctly West- 
ern is almost the same as the per capita of Chi- 
cago, but if Louisville is included it is raised 
to $55.38. If the exact population of these 
cities at the present time could be known it 
would unquestionably be found that the quota 
of Chicago is relatively smaller, as the growth 
of this city since the census was taken bas 
been more rapid than that of the other towns. 
This would indicate that Chicago banking cap- 
ital is of moderate proportions. But it must 
be remembered that the Eastern cities have a 
suburban population absolutely ana relatively 
much larger than that of Chicago. These sub- 
urban towns have their own banks, but, never- 
theless, their business-men are served to a 
great extent—it may, perhaps, be said mainly— 
by the barks of the leading city. Inu consider- 
ing the immense average of Boston this fact 
should be given its proper weight.

BUCKSKIN SAM IS DEAD. 


A HARD RIDER, RECKLESS DARE-DEVIL 
DEAD SHOT, HARD DRINKER, AND MAN 
WITHOUT FEAR CROSSES THE BORDER. 
New Tonk, Feb. 13.—(Special.|—Buckskin 

Sam is dead. Adult readers may not recali him 

at all, but juvenile grief will be as widespread 

as the country’s borders. He was the author 
of Indian stories, such as Blanco Bill, the 

Mustang Monarch,” The Rattling Ranger,“ 

“Bowlder Bill, the Man of Taos,” Dandy 

Dave and His Horse White-Stocking,” and 

“The Mountain Bravo.” He was not a hum- 

bug, who had never been further West than 

Michigan, whose knowledge of borses was con- 

fined to saw-horses, and of Indians to the Niag- 

ara Falls specimens. Fifty years ago the Hull 
family of Leominster, Mass., had a son born to 
it. They named him Sam H. He grew to early 
manhood in the quiet New Engiand neighbor- 
hood. Sam Hall demanded excitement, and 
the community frowned on his favorit methods 
of obtammg it. So he ran away from home 
and wandered down to Texas. The first 
that was known of bim there was as 
one of Ben McCullough’s Roughs. He had 
at last found congenial employment, and from 
that time to the breaking outof the Rebellion 
there was no harder riding or fighting dare-devil 
than he. His companions named him Buckskin 
Sam. He was slender and undersized, with 
good features, gentle voice and manners, and 
dark eyes of more than ordinary beauty. He 
rode at about 125 pounds, and fought at four 
or five tons. The Rangers went up and down 
the Rio Grande, killing Indians usually ana 

Greasers sometimes. It was not long before 

Buckskin Sam became known as a dead shot, a 

skillful equestrian, a hard drinker, and a man 

witbout fear. That he was the chosen compan- 
ion of Big Foot Wallace, Joe Ford, and the Ben 

Thompson who was sbot recently at San Antonio 

shows the sort of stuff he was made of. The War 

came on and men in Texas had tochoose sides; 
or, rather, they had to choose one side, and 
that the Southern ove. Sam was a New-En- 
glander and he took no stock in secession. If 
he did, along with the other Rangers, join the 

Rebel army, it was under compulsion, and it 

was not long before he appeared within the 

Union lines. Until the close of the struggle he 

did service as aspy and scout in the Army of 

the South west. 

When Sam reappeared in the New England 
village his bair was long, his bat wide brimmed, 
and his aspect that of the most picturesque of 
Rangers; and yet bis reception was not warm, 
for he tried to turn the town into a border 
camp of roystering imebriety, and he soon got 
ejected from the family domicile. He came to 
this city, and bow he lived for awhile nobody 
knows; but eventually Col. Prentiss Ingraham 
and Buffalo Bill befriended him, discovered 
that he bad unusuai facility of description, 
and advised him to write fiction based on his 
persoual experiences. So Sam turned m toa 
cheap publishing firm a story called Kit Car- 
son Jr.“ The manuscript was so crude that 
they could not use it as it was, but they dis- 
cerned merit in it, and advised bim to have it 
edited for tnem to read. He then bargained 
with a professional writer, an Oxford graduate, 
to lick the narrative into readabie shape. This 
partnership lasted until Bi Sam’sdeath. The 
publishers say that the ebarm of the series of 
stories lay in their trutbfulness to reality and 
their freedom from ess. 

Buckskin Sam found the tewptations of New 
York too much for him, In Wilmington, Del., 
lived George M. Dutcher, an old Texas friend, 
who bad been one of the toughest of the 
Rangers, but bad reformed and become a tem- 
perance revivalist. Sam went there to be im- 
proved by his former pard. He staid untii bis 
moral teacher ran away, leaving a helpless 
family, by whom Sam stood sturdily to the day 
of his death as sole support. lle was one of 
the characters of Wilmington, marked by nis 
retention of the ranger hair and sombrero; 
and when occasionally be insisted on daubing 
the town red be was allowed to do it without 
great hindrance. But that sort of life could 
not last, even with a steel-wire constitution, 
and soit has come about that Buckskin Sam 
died, sürrounded by the family of his old pard. 
The Mayor of Wilmington has written to bis 
publishers and they have responded with a 
check sufficient to bury him neatly.

“GEM OF THE PRAIRIE.” 


‘The Principal Chicago Weekly 
Newspaper Published Over 
Forty Years Ago. 


A Glance Through Its Columns Reveals 
Curious Features of the City’s 
Younger Days. 


“Lone John” and J. T. Scammon—Tele- 
graph to New Tork— The Canal 
Local News. 


A Chicago paper of forty years ago may 
naturally be supposed to afford many very in- 
teresting glimpses of the condition of things 
about the city at that time. A TRIBUNE re- 
porter was shown such a paper yesterday, and 
as copies of that date are not plentitul ex- 
tracts were made for the benefit of the readers 
of Tue TRIBUNE. The paper in question was 
the Gem of the Prairie, a weekly newspaper 
devoted to literature, education, agriculture, 
commerce, statistics, politics, news, eto. The 
file was that beginning May 27, 1848, and end- 
ing the same date, 1849. The Gem was begun 
in 1844, and was therefore at this date in its 
fifth year. In July, 1847, Tae CnIcAdo DA 
TRIBUNE had been begun by the publishers of 
the Gem, and the two papers were in 1848 be- 
ing published in conjunction, the Gem 


being in effect Tue WrEekty TRIBUNE. 
The telegraphic matter, news received 
by mail, and local matter were 


therefore practically the same as that con- 
tained in THE TRIBUNE, except that they were 
condensed and abbreviated to make room for 
literary, poetica!, and miscellaneous matter. 
The extracts are taken at random. 

The first item of more than passing impor- 
tance is an account of the kidnaping June 3 
of a colored man, supposed to be a fugitive 
from slavery, by a band of men from the 
house of a colored man on State street at 11/30 
at night. The man was named Abram Koss, 
and was a “ stout, good-natured mulatto, about 
35 years of age, well known about the city, 
baving been employed for some back in deliv- 
ering bottied soda for Dr. Carpenter. The 
men burst into the house, turned everybodys 
out of{bed, gagged and bound the mulatto, and 
carried him off ina buggy. The next morning 
several citizens started in. pursuit. The ac- 
count goes on to say: 

We have for some time been under the 


„Impression that we lived in a free State. and 


that the man-hunter would not dare—after 
what bas happened bere—to track his prey into 
the midst of the city. But we have not made 
sulticient allowance for the audacity of these 
wretches. . . We give these gentry warn- 
ing! They now bide from the daylight. A 
Committee of Public Safety shail be organized 
to terret them out in the darkness. Their only 
resource is brute violence. Let them bear in 
mind that outraged and insuited humanity can 
arm itself as well as they!“ 

It may be of interest that the pursuers ar- 
rived just too late at Peru, where the kid- 
napers had taken boat for St. Louis. Ross 
climbed out of bis stateroom window one dark 
night between Peru and Meredosia, swam 
ashore, and made his way back to Chicago, 
where he arrived June 24, just twenty-one 
days after bis capture. It afterwards came 
out that the Chicago toughs who had been 
hired to assist the kiduapers were paid in 
counterfeit gold coin, over which tact there 
was great laughter and congratulation on all 
sides. Ross was invited to address a mass- 
meeting in front of the Court-House, and did 
so, giving the details of his escape. 

VERY INTERESTING ITEMS. 

Under date of June 17, 1848, appears fol- 
lowing: 

“First Brick WAREHOUSE In CHICAGO— 
Mr. R. C. Bristol is about building a large brick 
warehouse, 70x75 feet and four stories high, on 
Market street, between Lind's Block and the 
opposit corner. It is designed to have steam 
elevators for receiving and discharging freights 
upon the Wharf.“ 

July 8: “THe Fourta—Without any special 
demonstration to signalize it, the Fourth was 
a very pleasant gala day. The heavy rain in 
the morning prevented so fine a display of the 
Sunday-schools as would otherwise have been 
made, but after 10 o'clock all was bright and 
joyous. The streets were thronged with peo- 
ple, many of whom were from the country. 
In the afternoon the Hussars and Flying Ar- 
tillery,the Yagers and the Montgomery Guards, 
were out in full uniform and paraded upon the 
Public Square, where they were reviewed by 
the redoubtable Gen. Shields, who addressed a 
short speech and presented a flag to each com- 
pany.” 

The following under date of Saturday, July 
29, 1848, shows the value of real estate:

122, in whieh two and a half lots were so!d for 
$1,090, lies between Jackson and Van Buren 
and Clark and Dearborn streets, forming the 
block directly south of the Government Build- 
ing. The first lot on the list is therefore in 
the immediate vicinity of the present Board of 
Trade, and the other property mentioned is 
right in the heart of the business portion of 
the South Side. 

Telegraph lines were then rather new to the 
city, as shown by the following extracts under 
dates of June 10 and Aug. 5: 

„Mr. Olney informs us that the poles of Mr. 
O' Rielly's telegraph leading out of the city are 
to be taken down and neatly-painted ones put 
up in their places. This is a good idea. Taste 
as well as utility ought to be consulted in all 
things. 

The telegraph complete from Chicago to 
New York—The telegraph line having been 
completed between Detroit and Buffalo, we 
have pow an uninterrupted lightning commu- 
nication with the seaboard. Dispatches direct 
from New York were received here for the 
first time Thursday evening.”’

were both drowued. 


FAMILIAR NAMES. 

From the paper of April 14, 1849, it appears 
that ata meeting of the stockholders of the 
Galena & Chicago Union Railroad Company, 
held April 5, the following Chicago men were 
elected directors of te road, which was then 
being built, and was attracting great attention 
in the city, excursions over the few miles of its 
completed length being of frequent occur- 
rence: William B. Ogden, W. L. Newberry, J. 
Young Secammon, Thomas Dyer, Charles Walk- 
er, J. B. Turner, B. W. Raymond, George 
Smith, and William H. Brown. The directors 
elected William B. Ogden President. 

In the same paper it is announced that a Ch! 
cago Temperance Saving Institution bas been 
organized, and the list of ollicers is given as 
follows: President, W. H. Brown: Vice-Pres- 
ident, Charles Walker; Secretary, J. Wileox: 
Treasurer, T. B. Carter: Attorney, Aifred 
Cowles. Thomas Richmond. B. W. Raymond, 
and Henry Smith constitute the Loaning Com- 
mittee. 

Under date of May 19, 1849, the following 
well-remembered names are mentioned ina 
list of the officers of the Board of Trade: Pres- 
ident, Thomas Dyer; Vice-Presidents, C. 
Walker, J. P. Chapin: Directors, George Steele, 
R. S. Wadsworth, O. Lunt, W. 8. Gurnee, A. G.

Under the same date a prospectus for the 
sixth volume to begin May 26, 1849, was pub- 
lished. It announces, among other things 
which should induce the public to subscribe,

A. Stewart, have associated with them J. L. 
Scripps. The terms are announced to be $1.50 
per annum for a single copy, 87% cents for six 
months, and 50 cents for three months.

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CHICAGO'S MUSICAL UNION 


A Somewhat Dictatorial Associa< 
tion That Has Made a Mortal 
Enemy of “Johnny Hand.” 


A Uniform Rate of Pay Demanded for 
All Musicians, Irrespective of 
Skill, 


The Idea Apparently to Regulate Prices 
and Keep Outside Players 
Away. 


The best musicians of this city are banded 


together in an organization known as the 
Musicians’ Protective Union, the ostensible 


playing at concerts, social entertainments, 
theatrical performances, and rehearsals. The 
spirit of the organization in its 
entirety and of the members individually 
seems to be revolutionary, and a chronic 
Opposition appears to be made to all 
existing institutions, while internecine 
strife and dissension destroy® the feeling of 
good-fellowship that is naturally to be expect- 
ed among brethren in art. The social inter- 
course of the gifted disciples of Orpheus is 
not distinguished by the barmony that marks 
their professional work, and the adagio con 
moito of amity is, sad to say, too often brokea 
by the presto fortzando ot malice and all un- 
charitableness. Ot course this state of things 
is deeply to be deplored. 

Other large cities likewise have their musical 
unious, but, according to the statements of 
several foreign musicians, there are no such 
organizations in European cities. It is 
a matter of doubt whether or not 
the benefits conferred by the union are suffi- 
cient to counterbalance the petty jealousies it 
fosters and the inconveniences it enforces upon 
all who have any dealings with musicians. The 
orchestra leaders, as well as the rank and file 
of the craft, differ in their opinions on the sub- 
ject of the propriety and expediency of a 
union’s existence. Managers and directors 
have no great love for the organization and its 
methods. The society has about 200 members, 
the majority of whom are capable musicians, 


while there are some in the ranks 
whose sole claim to recognition is 
their ability to pay the initiation 


fee of $25. Musicians who belong to the 
union are not permitted to play with non- 
union men nor under a non-union leader. Any 
member so dom is fined, and any director or 
manager employing-an outsider is prompt 
boycotted. Mr. John A. Hand, popu 
known as “ Johnny,” the volatile and ubiqui- 
tous conductor of dance-music, has recently 
caused discord in the union by employing two 
Italian nomads, who are u by the 
exciusive fraternity.

This was made an excuse to 
gather all the other girls who thie year enter 
Albany society to share Miss Banks’ pleasure 
and to exhibit themselves before the 
papas and mammas and the young broth- 
ers of the pretentious circle. He bas a 
beautiful big diumg-room, so lighted by candei- 
abra over every door that illumination is 
soft and comfortable, and yet no shadow is 
cast on or by any one in the room. Along the 
centre of the huge table is a metal tank broad 
and long, into which, as is the custom with all 
state dinner-tabies, the flowers are displayed, 
arranged in a bank rising gently in the centre

THE WEEK IN IRELAND. 


The Galway incident was made the most 
of. Yet it was essentially insignificant. It 
amounted only to the expression of honest dif- 
ference of opinion among individual members 
of the Nauonaltst party. Mr. O’Shea procured 
the indorsement of Mr. Parnell merely as an 
individual. The party, as such, took no action 
whatever concerning him, and Mr. Parnell 
frankly admitted that bad the party taken any 
action he would have felt bound by it. Hav- 
ing given Mr. O'Shea his personal pledge of as- 
sistance, and baving secured from him an 
unqualified adhesion to the principles of the 
Nationalist party, be had no alternative but to 
stand by his word, even after it became 
apparent that the wiser course would bave 
been to let the party consider the filling of the 
Galway vacancy. Mr. Healy, by opposing Mr. 
O'Shea, represented what is unquestionably 
the deep and growing feeling throughout the 
country—that home rule should be put in 
actual operation as soon as possible by letting 
constituencies choose their own representa- 
tives. In bis peremptory and impetuous way 
of meeting the wrong impression of the 
thoughtiess— that there was personal dissent 
between bimseif and Mr. Parneil—Mr. Healy 
presented a manly example to the cowardly 
-ruffian Calian. eg break any man’s head 
that insults Parnell,“ was Healy's way. Or- 
ganizing blackguvards to insult Parnell was 
Callan's. Tue withdrawal of Lynch was the 
smoothest end that could be put to an embar- 
rassing affair, and Mr. Parnell will probably be 
more cautious hereafter in assuming powers as 
an individual which belong reasonably to a 
majority of the entire party.

Judge Darley told the grand jury in Wex- 
ford that it was the last of six towns he had 
presided in, and that in every one the number 
of criminal cases was the lightest he remem- 
bered during his service. Judge Waters told 
the grand jury that for six months there had 
been only seven criminal cases in the whole 
County of Waterford. He also administers the 
law in Cavan and Leitrim. In Cavan there was 
only one case and that not sustained, while in 
Leitrim there were only three cases—two of 
petty larceny and one of trivial assault. The 
population of the three counties, with this 
total of crime, is 330,000. He added, certainly 
with justice, chat he doubted whether a show- 
ing equally favorable could be made for the 
same population in any other part of the globe. 
Yet umnformed people in every part of the 
giobe believe the well-propagated untruth that 
Ire land is an exceptionally criminal country,

Vague allusion was made by the cable to a 
violent scene in the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce at the annual meeting when Mr. Har- 
rington, one of the members for the city, re- 
proached the council of that body with send- 
ing a petition to a foreign Legisiature. Full 
press reports arriying by mail justify the cable 
summary. The council is the small governing 
body. At a meeting beld before the annual 
meeting of the chamber the council adopted a 
report to be submitted to the full chamber, In 
it they declared the chamber opposed to any 
disturbance of the political relations of the 
two countries, and, without waiting for cham- 
ber action, submitted the report to Lord Har- 
tington with the assurance that it would be 
adopted by the chamber with practical una- 
nimity. The city members of Parliament are 
members ex-officio of the chamber and attena- 
ed the annual meeting. Mr. Murphy, one of 
them, and individually a member of the cham- 
ber and of the council; complained that he 
was not notified of the council meeting, and 
moved an amendinent to the report expunging 
all the political matter. This precipitated a 
scene of violence lasting three-quarters of an 
hour. Mr. Harrington spoke in support of the 
amendment, and when, incidentally, he al- 
luded to the British Parliament as a foreign 
Legislature’ the uproar became demoniac. A 
member insisted that be should withdraw the 
phrase before being permitted togoon. He 
refused to withdraw, and asked to be permitted 
to explain. The confusion became so frightful 
that the Chair was impotent. When at last 
order was in a measure restored Harrington 
demanded a poll on the amendment. The Chair 
refused to graut it on the pretext that it was 
inconvenient,’’ and deciared the report of the 
council adopted without allowing a division. 
The Nationalists announce that, since their op- 
ponents have introduced politics into a busi- 
ness organization, they will give them their 
fiil hereafter.

The annual meeting of the Royal Zodlog- 
ical Society in Dublin disclosed some interest- 
ing facts. The cash receipts from visitors 
were about $6,000. Twelve lion cubs had been 
reared and six sola for 2500 cash and tne same 
value in other animals. The sale of lion cubs 
since the opening ot the garden has amounted 
to about $14,000. The President, Dr. Haugb- 
ton, claimed that the garden stood first in the 
world as a lion-breeding establishment. 
Among the dogs is a Thibetan mastiff whose 
peculiarities and habits identify the breea 
with the griffins described by early Greek vis- 
itors to the East. They are the custodians of 
the Thibetans’ houses, flocks, and herds. An 
event of great scientific interest, the birth of 
a bison, had proved a disappointment. Moth- 
er and cub died. The society took some com- 
fort out of the health of the dromedary and 
the cheerful spirits of the orang-outang, but 
the chimpanzee depressed it by dying.

THE FROZEN NORTH. 


Lieut. Greely Tells the Story of the 
Lady Franklin Bay Expedi- 
tion. 


Graphic Pictures of Life Beyond the 
Eightieth Parallel — The 
Farthest North.” 


The Fatal Winter im the Ice — Disease 
and Death — Rescue at 
Last. 


Lieut. Greely’s account of the Lady Frank- 
lin Bay expedition during the years 1881 to 
1884 has just issued from the press of Charles 
Seribner’s Sons, New York, under the title 
“Three Years of Arctic Service.” The work, 
which is chiefly based on Lieut. Greely’s diary, 
is in two volumes, profusely illustrated with 
engravings reproduced from the photograbhic 
views of Sergt. Rice and a few field sketches. 
A very bandsome portrait of the author forms 
a fitting frontispiece. A brief preface touches 
with pathetic brevity the abject misery to 
which the party of adventurous explorers was 
reduced at Cape Sabine, but the leader of the 
enterprise rejoices. that during the nine 
months he commanded a party of suffering, 
starving, and dying comrades, he never treated 
any man other than he justly merited.” 

The work opens with a brief sketch of earlier 
discoveries in Smith Sound and Grinnell Land 
and of the project of a series of international 
circumpolar stations, by means of which it is 
hoped to press forward nearer and nearer to 
the unexplored fastnesses of the north. Lieut. 
Greely regarded the beginning of his own ex- 
pedition as not altogether auspicious. 

“The organization and equipment of the 
Lady Franklin Bay expedition were accom- 
plished under great disadvantages, arising not 
only from inadequate means, but from the 
avowed hostility to the work of the Cabinet 
chief under whose charge it necessarily was. 
No friendly board of Arctic experts, with lav- 
ish funds at its command, assisted by its coun- 
sel and advice, but the preparation in this case 
devolved entirely on the commanding officer of 
the expedition. The detailed requisition’ for 
food, clothing, and other supplies were pre- 
pared in seventy-two bours and under a stress 
of knowledge that the question of sending the 
expedition depended largely on the character 
and quantity of supplies asked for.“ 

The plan of the expedition contemplated the 
transportation of the explorers to Lady Frauk- 
lin Bay by steamer from Newfoundland. The 
vessel was to return and visit the station an- 
nually with supplies and recruits. The Proteus 
was chosen for this hardy service. Manned by 
hardy fishermen from Newfoundland and Lab- 
rador, the iron-beaked propeller steamed by 
the majestic cliffs of St. John's July 7, 1881, and 
turned its prow toward Greenland. 

The band of explorers numbered twenty-two 
men. Edward Israel, a graduate of Michigan 
University, went as an astronomer, and George 
W. Rice as a photographer. Lieuts. Kisling- 
bury and Lockwood were men of long ex- 
perience and promising reputation, 

The voyage to Upernavik was prosperous. 
At Godhaven the navigators were regaled with 
a sumptuous banquet by the wife of Royal In- 
spector Smith. At Ritenbank the band re- 
ceived an accession in the person of Henry 
Clay, grandson of the statesman. An interest- 
ing sight was the bird-cliffs on Arve- 
prius Island, rising vertically a thou- 
sand feet from the sea, and harboring 
innamerable water-fowl. Myriads of guille- 
mots breed on the ledges, laying each a single 
gray egg speckled with brown, but so numer- 
ous as to cover the ground. Each mother-bird 
knows her own egg, however, though depos- 
ited on the bare rock. Both the bird and its 
egg were palatable. At Upernavik some dog- 
drivers were taken on board and the larder was 
replenished with a fresh supply of auks and 
looms. 

Passing northward the Arctic adventurers 
found at the Cary Islands the cairn left by Sir 
George Nares in 1875. The provisions were 
mostly in good condition. Seals and wairus 
were encountered in large numbers and a po- 
lar bear was seen on a floating cake of ice de- 
vouring aseal, The walrus appears to be a 
beast not to be tampered with. 

The party which visited Life-Boat Cove 
encountered a herd near that point. Two of 
the animals, a female and her calf, were fired 
at and wounded. The calf sank and was pos- 
sibly killed. The female, after one plunge, 
came again to the surface, and, infuriated by 
ber wounds, rapidly approached the boat, evi- 
dently with hostile intenti The Eskimo, 
who better than the rest realized the danger, 
counseled a retreat, but two shots at a 
few yards caused the wairus to dive again, and 
she appeared no more. The boat landing coal 
had similar experiences, except that the entire 
herd when firea on rapidly approached the 
boat with threatening actions, but drew off 
when very near. Their great strength, enor- 
mous size, and ferocious appearance are very 
trying to inexperienced hunters, and these 
qualities, addea to fearlesness and curiosity, 
make ita dangerous animal to attack in its 
own element.“ 

The book abounds with lively descriptions of 
the animals that swim in the icy sea or wander 
along its desolate shores. Wolves were often 
seen, but it was almost impossible to kill them. 
Musk-oxen sometimes furnish a welcome sup- 
ply of food, and foxes and hares left their 
tracks in the snow. Diversified by the sicht 
of such animals as these, the voyage continued 
among the icebergs until Lady Franklin Bay 
was reached, Aug. 11, after a journey of a lit- 
tle more than a month. It was determined to 
make winter quarters at Discovery Harbor. 


WINTER QUARTERS. 


The Captain commenced at once breaking up 
the harbor ice, a work which lasted for seven 
hours continuously until we anchored opposit 
the post-office cairn,'and within 100 yards of it. 
It was very troublesome to force a passage. 
as there was not piace for the broken floes to 
be driven to. The ice averaged sixteen inches 
in thickness, but in many places it was eight 
or ten feet. The latter was in a moderately 
rotten condinon or the vessel could never have 
made its way through it. It was surprising 
that she did her work so well. The Proteus 
would back several hundred yards from the 
edge of the ice, and then going ahead at full 
speed would strike the heavy floes squarely 
with her iron prow. Her impact was such that, 
surging and rising, she would plunge into the 
solid ice from haif to her whole length. As 
she moved ahead the entire crew rolled the 
vessel, so as to give a motion sideways.”’ 

A house was built here, and the station was 
named Conger, in honor of the Senator of that 
name. The Proteus took her departure Aug. 
26, leaving the little company alone in the 
world of ice. Mr. Clay, whose presence was 
not conducive to order or discipline, returned 
on the steamer. The house was divided into 
three rooms, and every provision was made for 
comfort. When the winter quarters were pre- 
pared, the men were ready for fleld work and 
exploration. Autumn siedging in the arctis 
is perilous, and was undertaken with caution. 
Lieut. Lockwood explored St. Patrick's Bay, 
whicb was found to be fringed with precipitous 
cliffs a thousand feet in hight, effectually bar- 
ring progress in that direction. 

** Lieut. Kislingbury hunted assiduously in 
the immediate neighborhood from the end of 
August, but no game was to be found. 
The only visible lite noted by him at that time 
were spiders, mosquitoes, flies, caterpiliars, 
moths, and daddy long-legs’ in the hills, and a 
few chubs and mmnow in Lake Alexandra. 
The gay yellow poppies were cut down, but 
other hardy flowers, purple and snowy saxi- 
trages, and the white daisy, flourished during 
the early days of September. I was 
somewhat surprised to learn that the sballow 
ponds were full of animaicules of coisiderable 
size. The water was strained for a few days, 
but nevertheless, inexplicable headaches and 
nausea occurred among some of the men. 1 
had recourse: for cooking and drinkmg water 
to ice obtained from the pailseocrystic floes in 
the barbor.”’ 

Winter, deepened; tne nights lengthened 
“with frightful rapidity,“ and celestial phe- 


Meanwhile one of the tents was 
earciesiy set on fire and burned down with 
some valuable implements. Upon the last 
day of possible sunlight—Oct. 15—Greely 
wrote in his diary: 

From time to time the brightly-illumined 
clouds would drift siowly to the south, and as 
the delicate shaaes of pearly gray gave way 
to gorgeous coloring of mellow orange 
and fiery red, from moment to mo- 


back and the sun shine forth. Once for a few mo- 
ments the red rays of refracted light lighted up 
the inner harbor and outer bay. This magic 
touch of color, blending with the snowy coy 
ering, gave a new glory to our Arctic scenery.” 

Scientific observations were regularly taken, 
and the strictest attention was paid to bygiene 
and a healthful routine ot duties. The break- 
fast hour was 7:50, and dinner was served at 4. 
There was an excellent library in the house, 
and cards, chess, and backgammon relieved 
the monotony of endless night. Gambling, 
except for tobacco, was prohibited. One of 
the party had a violin, and the Eskimo was 
was never tired of grinding tunes out of the 
orguinet. The commander and some of the 
other officers also delivered a series of scientific 
lectures. The menu for the Christmas dinner 
was as follows: Mock-turtie soup, salmon, 
fricasseed guiliemot, spiced muskox tongue, 
crab salad. roast beef, eider ducks, tenderloin 
of muskox, potatoes, asparagus, green corn, 
cocoanut pie, jelly cake, plum pudding with 
wine sauce, ice-cream, grapes, cherries, pine- 
apples, dates, figs, nuts, candies, coffee, and 
chocolate, 0 

The serious work of sledging began about 
the close of February. Depots of sup- 
plies were established at considerable 
distances from Conger, and as the sun 
reappeared extensive expeditions were made 
to the north by Lieut. Lockwood, Dr. Pavey, and 
others, The narrative of these excursions 
forms one of the most interesting features of 
the book. The most important of these ex- 
peditions was that of Lieut. Lockwood, begun 
about April 1, for the exploration of the north- 
ern coast of Greenland. It was after vast 
labor that this party reached, May 13, the 
northernmost extremity of Lockwood Island, 
83° 23.8’ north, the highest latitude ever at- 
tained by man.“ ' 

“Directly ahead was a pyramid-shaped 
island, of considerabie altitude, which seemed 
to touch the line of cliffs back of it, which ran 
almost north and south, ending in a cape to the 
northeast of our position, and on the other hand 
gradually curving back to the southeast and 
forming the eastern side of the inlet. The lana 
to the rear — i up to an enormous bight, 
completely dwarfing the islands and cliffs be- 
beath.’’ The northernmost reach of this jour 
bey was named Cape Washington. 


THE SECOND WINTER. _ 


The second volume covers the last two years 
of the expedition. At the opening of the sec 
ond winter the men were all well and the pro- 
visions were abundant, but the novelty of 
Arctic service bad passed and the unvarying 
routine depressed the spirits of all. The little 
party lay at Camp Conger awaiting the coming 
of spring and wmakimg excursions in 
one direction and another in searck of 
cachéd provisions or points of observation. 
Nov. 30 was celebrated as Thanksgiving-Duy. 
Exemption from death and disease, success 
in scientific and geographical work, together 
with the present possession of beulth and 
cheerfulness,’ were mentioned as special mer- 
cies for which the command bad reason to be 
thankful. Under date of Feb. 9 Lieut. Greely’s 
journal records the first case of serious illness. 

** Militook’s puppy met with a misfortune this 
morning. Frederick brought him in gasping 
and nearly dead; his tail was frozen as stiff as 
a poker, and even meat could not tempt him. 
When an Eskimo dog cannot eat be is in a bad 
way. His tail was thawed out in cold water 
and he finally recovered. The puppy has been 
wandering around alone at these very low tem- 
peratures and it is a surprise to me that he hus 
not died. The men have named him Gen. 
Grant for bis persistency.”’ 

The spring found the command with health 
and spirits unimpaired. 

Lieut. Lockwood was extremely anxious to 
renew the attempt northward, but, owing to the 
dangers attending the expedition, a trip across 
Grinnell Land to the Western Ocean by way of 
Archer Fiord was decided upon, 

April ¥5 he left camp, accowpanied by Sergt. 
Brainard and an Rskimo. the latter driving a 
team of ten dogs. The party returned. having 
traveled 437 miles during their month’s ab- 
sence, facing hardships of all descriptions, liv- 
ing on baif-rahopsin order to push their ex- 
plorations to the utmost. The results of this 
trip were some of the most valuable geograph- 
ical discoveries made during that year. 

PREPARING TO RETREAT. 

As the summer approached and no signs were 
seen of the expected relief-sbips, the question 
of beating a retreat southward by boats be- 
came more engrossing. The boats were over- 
hauled and a necessary provision dépot estab- 
lished at Cape Baird, twelve miles to tne south. 
Tho bealth and condition of the men, the 
author writes, at that time were extruordi- 
nary. But two men, Loth of whom are now 
living, were in any way in a state which 
would prevent active fleid service. This 
condition appeared the more remark- 
able when 1 _ reflected on the past. 
We bad experienced two years of 
unequaled cold and darkness. Nine months, 
less twelve days, had been marked by the total 
absence of the sun, during which the mean 
temperature had been —31.4°, 

‘Our explorations covered 36 of latitude and 
45° of longitude, one-eighth of the way around 
the globe above the ecightieth parallel. To the 
northward a latitude never before attained on 
land or sea had been reached, and for the first 
time in three centuries England yielded to an- 
other nation the honors of the * farthest 
north.“ 

Aug. 8. the retreat was begun, the party 
pushing on to Cape Baird, touching there to 
take up a final eaché of bread and then turn- 
ing into Kennedy channel to the south and 
safety. Late in August Cape Hawks was 
reacbed and afew days later the snow began 
to fall. The ways were treacherous and 
the boats were pusbed on with diff 
culty, now caught between immense floes and 
again swamped in the half-frozen ice and 
snow. For one month, half fed and sleeping 
by night unsheltered on the bare ice, they 
struggled across the ice-fields toward the shore. 
One after another the men fell ill. Sept. 24 the 
floe on which they bad taken refuge was 
loosened by the wind and driven eastward. Re- 
cape was impossibie; there was nothing to do 
but walt. We have done our utmost,”’ Lieut. 
Greely wrote in bis journal, and must now 
rely on Providence.”’ 

At last, however, after fifty-one days and 500 
miles of travel, the party landed at Cape 
Sabine with undiminished numbers, with some 
provisions, and what was prized far more, the 
scientific and private records. Here they went 
into winter quarters—after having braved the 
dangers and pain of polar travel to await the 
slower, but more deadly, approach of starva- 
tion, and disease. 

As Christmas drew near the rations were de- 
creased daily a little at a time. It was im- 
possibie to secure water save by boring for it, 
and at last the men became too weak even for 
tuis work. Wrapped in their bags they lay in 
the inner shelter, doing what they could 
for each other, keeping up their 
spirits with thoughts of home: We are 
all more or less unreasonable,” Brain- 
ard wrote at that time, and 1 
only wonder we are not all insane. All, in- 
cluding myself, are sullen and, at times, surly. 
If we are not mad it should be a matter of sur- 
prise. I wonder if we will survive the horrors 
of this ice-prison.” 

Jan. 18 the first man died from scurvy and 


. starvation. In March Lieut. Lockwood wrote 


in his journal: The time draws near when 
our group comes to an end. I am 
glad as each day draws to an end—it 
puts us nearer the end of this life—whatever 
that end may be. The fuel, except the boat, 
ends tomorrow. Talk all the time on the sub- 
ject of food.“ 
DEATH AND RESCUE. 

Early in April one of the Eskimos died, fol- 
lowed a day or so later by Lynn, who had been 
one of the sturdiest of the party. Within a week 
three others, including Lieut. Lockwood, were 
found dead in their furs. 
The summer opened at last with wind and 
snow bringing the end to all—by death or 
rescue. Rescue, however, was far off and 
death was near at band. Four others died and 
were buried in shallow graves in the snow. 
One day it was discovered that the visions 
were being stolen.

THE WEEK IN GERMANY. 


The debate on the interpellation in regard 
to the expulsion of Poles from the eastern 
provinces of Prussia, or rather on the resolu- 
tion proposed by the Right declaring the satis- 
faction of the Prussian Landtag with the al- 
lusion to this matter in the speech from the 
throne, had drawn a great crowd to the House 
of Deputies the 28th of January. Hundreds, 
if not thousands, who were unable to get ad- 
mission to the galleries lined the street in 
front of the buildmg on Doenboppiatz, 80 as to 
catch at least a glimpse of Bismarck, if not 
permitted to hear him. The Chancellor en- 
tered the House at a quarter to 12 with a firm 
step, nothing in bis outward appearance be- 
traying the physical sufferings be is said to 
have been subjected to for several days just 
preceding. It was the first time for four years 
that he made his appearance in the Landtag. 
After taking his seat he exchanged bows with 
several prominent members, the National 
Liberals coming in for a very liberal sbare of 
his attentions. He took the floor as soon as 
Deputy von Randhupt, who opened the debate, 
bad finished. In the beginning his words came 
slowly and with difficulty, as if he had to over- 
come some physical pain, or as if be was try- 
ing to suppress his passion. If the latter was 
the case he succeeded admirably, for tne first 
part of his speech bordered almost upon tbe 
humorous. But Jupiter always remains the 
Thunderer. The Thunderer came, and if it 
did not annihilate the Progressionists and the 
Clericals, it certainly was no fault of his. The 
impression left by bis closing declaration—that 
he would find ways and means todo what he 
considered his duty and the best for Prussia 
and Germany, with or without the consent of 
the Reichstag—was so deep and alarming that 
Eugene Richter at once rusbed over to the 
latter body and asked for its ad- 
journment, as the Chancellor had just 
menaced it with overtbrow or dissolution. 
As the cable bas reported, Bismarck disciaimed 
the day following any such intention. Among 
the persons of high rank present in the gal- 
leries during the debate the most notable was 
Prince Heinrich, the secona son of the Crown 
Prince, who bas grown to perfect manhood and 
presented a striking appearance in his uniform 
as Captain of the navy.

Although Prince Bismarek has announced 
that in his policy towards the Poles in Prussia 
he is in full accord with the neighboring Gov- 
ernments of Russia and Austria, the latter 
certainiy do nothing to stop the anti-German 
agitation in progress in their countries. The 
attempts of the Czechs to suppress the German 
university m Bobemia have lately been re- 
newed with increased vigor, and are evidently 
countenanced, and even encouraged, by the 
Cabinet. In Russion Poland the anti-German 
movement, which bus been going on for some 
time, and which consists in boycotting German 
traders and workingmen, is spreading and be- 
gins to bear fruit. All the German commer- 
cial houses in Poland complain of losing their 
customers and experience some difficulty in 
securing supplies of the raw material they deal 
in. The German laborers in the industrial 
towos of Lodz, Shiardow, ana other places, 
which, in spite of their Polish names, are es- 
sentially German towns, are beginning to learn 
the Polish language from fear of expulsion, 
and Germans born in Poland have begun to 
renounce their nationality and train with the 
Poles.

If Bismarck should succeed in foisting his 
new pet scheme, the Government monopoly for 
the sale of spirituous liquors, upon the Ger- 
man people, he will at least bave a bard time 
of it. From all parts of the Empire it 
fairly rains protests. At the same hour 
and day that Bismarck delivered bis great anti- 
Polish speech a convention of delegates from 
the Boards of Trade of Berlin, Halle, Leipsic, 
Nordhausen, Frankfort-on-the-Main, K6nigs- 
berg. Dantzic, Stettin, and Halberstadt met at 
the Berlin Bourse to consider the measure, 
and almost unanimously took a decided stand 
against the proposed monopoly. They resolved 
to present a memorial containing facts and 
figures and protesting against the measure as 
detrimental to the commercial and agricultur- 
al interests of the country to both the Bundes- 
tag and the Reichstag.

The same matter was the subject of an 
interpellation in the Bavarian Landtag. The 
Secretary of Finance, in answer, made the dec- 
laration that as the Monopoly bill was tres- 
passing upon a field of legislation in regard to 
which Bavaria bad reserved special 
richts by the treaties made at Versailles. 
the Bavarian Government would certainly ask 
the consent of the Landtag before giving its 
final vonsent, if ever the bill should pass from 
the Bundestag and the Reichstag in such a 
shape as to make the extension of the monop- 
oly upon Bavaria either advisable or neces- 
sary. At the same time the Secretary wished 
it to be understood that the proposed scheme 
was deserving of the greatest possible atten- 
tion, as it might prove to be of the greatest 
benefit to the finances of the Empire and the 

different States and communities, as well as to 
agricultural interests.

Rather ludicrous in this connection appears 
the refusal of the authorities of the City of 
Nordhbausen to permit at that place during the 
coming summer the holding of the annual con- 
vention and festival of Turner Societies of the 
German Universities, in view, as the answer 
reads, ot the present rather depressed spirits 
of the community on account of the dangers 
menacing by the spirit monopoly. As is well 
known, Nordhausen's chief industry is the 
production of the celebrated Nordhauser 
rye.”

OPERA IN AMERICA. 


FRAULEIN LEHMANN NOTES OUR PROG 

IN ART AND SEES SOME INDIANS, 
Berlin Tageblatt, Jan. I. 1886: My letter ig 
late because I did not want to jot down mere 
momentary impressions, but the results of the 
observations of morths. 80, to begin with, 7 
shall say that we are really getting along very 
well here, and I bave no complaints to make 
except the one-sidedness of the répertoire, to 
which I truly have not been accustomed, But 
we must bear in mind the fact that art is sti 
young bere, and it is very agreeable to observe 
bow intelligently the American makes gigantic 
strides along the highway of art and 
takes it up with all his heart. This is 
cially gratifying to us artists.

I can say thas 
the American public has delighted me. It can 
be truly said that feeling is everything here, 
Within three months we have given only about 
twelve operas. Remember, however, that er- 
erything has to be studied anew, and you wil] 
see that for our poor and often fll-treated 
brains that are expected to retain from sixty 
to seventy operas it was quite a great deal. 

I must bere cast a retrospective view upon 
German opera in this country. Italian opera 
in New York swallowed up millions and 
brought nothing in. 
attended Wagner concerts the question arose 
as to whether be would get up, for 1884-85, 6 
German opera with a Wagner répertoire, He, 
however, was of the opinion that that was too 
early for America, and had doubts about ob. 
taining the right kind of talent. Then Dam- 
rosch undertook the task, and, as you know, 
his opera last year proved a great success, But 
be had to suffer much from dissensions in his 
company and by the arbitrarineag of the thea- 
tre-workers, who had a mind ir own, and 
would not be led. A cold foll6wed and he died. 
Italian opera was still prevalent here, and its 
director naturally was not friendly to the new 
institute. Mr. Stanton, our director, is a gen- 
tleman all over. Every individual member, 
from the soloist down to the last w 
loves and respects bim. We do not want an- 
other director.

Frypiay, O., Feb. 13.—[Special.]|—This town 
suddenly sprung into notoriety by the discov- 
ery ot natural gas in this vicinity about a year 
ago. Already eleven wells have been sunk, 
yieldmg an immense quantity of gas, so that 
Findlay has acquired the name of The City of 
Natural Gd. No other town in the United 
States can boast of such alavish use of gas, 
which is as free as the air we breathe. 

At night the great wide avenues, fringed 
with trees and covered with snow, are lighted, 
not with manufactured gas at exorbitant 
prices, but with gas whose brilliancy rivais 
that of an Edison light.

Each of these 
movements is developed structurally upon a 
certain rhythmic figure or figures which 
continue constant througbout™the piece. This 
element of a constant underlying rbythm has 
been brought over into opera out of instru- 
mental music, where it forms the foundation 
,of structural unity in extended movements. It 
is an incident of this mode of construction that 
in ensembles particularly the general effect is 
made up out of simultaneous unitsof dis 
course supposed to be hostile to each other. 
Such is the case, for instance, in the great 
sextet in Lucia. As a whole, it is highly 
vrougut and beautiful, with an undertone of 
sadness. If, however, one analyzes the sub- 
ject matter that these melodious men and 
women are engaged upon it will 
be found that the two leaders 
of the occasion are supposed to be boiling over 
with fury; later one of them is saying, “I 
} love thee still, while his deadly foe is accom- 
panying him in parasitical thirds and sixths, 
withthe sentiment “* Remorse my heart doth 
fil.” It is evident that there must be some 
where in the tuneful complication a dramatic 
or poetic screw loose, since it is quite plain 
that deadly enemies in pairs do not make what 
iris call a ‘““symphony of sentiment,’’ nor 
ean the same melody express love, remorse, 
and bate at the same time. This mode of 
rbythmie development of long num- 
bers is the occasion of the deavy 


standing around which all orthodox Italian 
opera requires. What, for instance, is to be 
said by the guests at Lucia’s wedding, who 
stand in semicircular bollowness for a half 
bour or so while poor crazed Lucia is working 
off the net results of ber ten years’ singing 


lessons? What can be said except taat they 
must be idiots or else dramatic absurdi- 
ties? 


Wagner's mode of dramatic characterization 
and of connecting related parts of the drama 
with each other was by means of 
leading motives ’’—characteristic and 
easily recognized phrases assigned to 
each of the leading characters. Soin Lo- 
bengrin ’’ there is the Grail motive, the motive 
of warning, the swan motive, etc.; in The 

Dutchman there ie Dalande's motive, 
the Sailor song, Senta’s motive, etc.; in “The 
Vaikyrie” there is the sword motive, the slum- 
der motive, Hunding’s motive, Wotan's motive, 
ete. There is no difficulty in introducing one 
of these leading motives in almost any kind of 
movement, but it is easy to see that the con- 
tinual use of a few leading figures tends to 
monotony, especially if any one of them is 
trequently used as a structural unit in the de- 
velopment. Ot all the advanced ways of 
Meeting this difficulty perbaps Waguer was 
most fortunate in “The Valkyrie,“ where the 
keynotes ot the first act are furnisbed by the 

motive and the spring-delights motive; 
inthe second act the Valkyrie motive takes 
precedence; and in the third the fire motive 
and the slumber motive. These two modes of 
operatic construction are widely known, and 
each one is devotedly admired and sympathet- 
ically understood by its respective friends, 
who between them maae up nearly the entire 
musical public. 

Now, Massevet, and the French school gener- 
ally, operates upon a principle somewhat be- 
tween these two, having some of the advan- 
tages of both in addition to an emotional flexi- 
buity unknown to either of the others. In 
place of a few leading motives, embroidered all 
over the score like monograms of the dramatis 
Persone, Massenet in Manon has a few 
lypical melodies which recur several times in 
connection with the character or incident to 
Which tney are assigned.

MISS JEFFREYS LEWIS’ REMAREABLY CLEV-

cago Opera-House. At Hooley’s and McVick- 
er's ** Fantasma’ and The Comedy of Errors“ 
still held the boards, and at the Grand Opera- 
House Mixed Pickles” proved barely attract- 
ive for its short week. 

Miss Jeffreys Lewis has become within 
the last week distinctly a Chicago favorit. 
She may not be a great actress, but 
she is a remarkably clever one. It 
was designed to put on Sardou's Odette“ 
for the last days of the week, but in Forget- 
Me-Not Miss Lewis prodſiced such an impres- 
sion that it was decided to continue it to the 
end of the engagement. It but follows that 
Chicago must see the actress again soon to 
judge of her capacity in other parts than that 
of an adventuress who takes a fancy to reform, 
and who is not scrupulous as to the means to 
secure that end. There is in the acting of Miss 
Lewie still a trace of that delicaté mechanics 
which shows that her work is art, not heart, 
but the average is altogether satisfactory.

SOCIETY AT THE CAPITAL. 


The President Comes In for Oriti- 
cism for Ignoring Social 
Etiquet. 


How He Rules the Cabinet—Mrs. Whit- 
ney Very English—A Bad 
Break. 


Mrs. Manning Not Exclusive Enough for 
Some Old Dutch Families—The Nota- 
ble Receptions of the Week. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—[Special. |— 
Every week now brings its death, which 
in a measure interferes with Washing- 
ton society. The young ladies are be- 
coming disgusted with the putting off of recep- 
tion and dancing parties. The death of Gen. 
Hancock yesterday caused the postponement 
of a reception which Secretary and Mrs. Endi- 
cott were to have given to the officers of the 
army and navy, with the. ladies of their fami- 
lies. Other guests were invited to meet them. 
The young ladies had been looking forward to 
this reception because all of the army and 
navy officers were to be present, and each gir! 
stood a good chance of being a delle among so 
many young men. The President announced 
last night that he would not postpone his din- 
ner to the Justices Thursday, and that he 
would not postpone the reception Friday even- 
ing to the Diplomatic Corps. This decision 
upon the President’s part bas caused some 
comment. A great many of the society 
people think that as Gen. Hancock 
was the second ranking officer in the army, 
and had also been the Presidential candidate 
of the President’s own party, it would be in 
much better taste for him to postpone these 
engagements. But President Cleveland seems 
to be a law unto himself, and criticisms or 
comments are apparently of little consequence 
to him. It has been often asked who was the 
ruling spirit in the Cabinet. The wonderful 
unanimity of opinion of ite members on all 
subjects has been more than remarkable; it 
has been extraordinary. On every subject, 
small and great, the President and his Cabinet 
stand as one man. The President is the man 
who dominates them all. He seems to have 
discovered some way of bringing them all to 
think as he does. It is said that one or two did 
venture to make somé comment on the con- 
nection of Garland with the Pan-Electric 
Telephone Company, but the master mind 
soon brought them to reason, or to terms, 
which amounts to the same thing in this Cab- 
inet. The President has also been criticised 
for his manner of inviting Congress and tne 
army and oavy to his Friday evening recep- 
tion. The Diplomatic Corps have engraved 


cards issued to them, but the others who are 


expected have to be content with a notice 
printed in the local papers. It is predicted 
that Congress will not be largely represented 
at this reception. President Arthur was the 
first to inaugurate this custom of newspaper 
invitations, and he only tried it once. I was 
present at that reception, and I counted two 
Senators and twelve members who were there. 
The others plainly said that if their presence 
was desired at such an entertainment the 
President should invite them in a respectable 


manner. 
AMBITIOUS MRS. WHITNEY, 


Mrs. Whitney seems to be the most ambitious 
of the Cabinet members’ wives. She is ambi- 
tious politically and socially, and any attention 
which she receives seems to give her the great- 
est satisfaction. Her anxiety for prominence 
has caused some amusement among the older 
residents of Washington. A few days ago a 
well-known hotel clerk called upon Mrs. Whit- 
ney. He wisbed to bring a prominent musician 
over here from New York and give a concert, 
and bis object in cailing on Mrs. Whitney was 
to ask her to head the list of patrons. This Eu- 
glish custom is becoming quite common in 
Washington, where it is so easy to get well- 
known names to head sucha list. Mrs. Whit- 
ney expressed her pleasure at the hotel clerk’s 
request in the most extravagant way, assuring 
him that nothing could give her greater 


satisfaction. Indeed, she was 80 voluble 
in her thanks that for once a _ hotel 
clerk was talked down. She finally 


gave him an opportunity to speak, and then 
he thanked her in his turn for her condescen- 
sion in showing such willingness to assist him. 
A day or two afterwards the clerk received 
word that Mrs. Whitney was in the parlor of 
the hotel and wished to see him. He, of 
course, was quite surprised to have a cal) from 
the wife of the Secretary of the Navy, think- 
ing of course that if she wished to see him she 
would have sent for him. But she showed 
from her conversation that she was anxious: 
that the concert should come off and give her 
her opportunity to appear English. A few 
days afterwards she called a second time upon 
him, and in a day or two more he received a 
ecard for her reception which she isto give 
Thursday evening. He said that perhaps he 
did not know some things, but he knew better 
than to show himself at aswell reception at 
the house of the Secretary of the Navy. 


NO WONDER THEY LEFT. 

Mrs. Leiter offended several of ber guests at 
ber last reception. The heavy snow lay on the 
ground and there were very few at her Mon- 
day evening. She passed from one guest to 
another who had been polite enough to come 
out at inconvenience to themselves, saying: 
O, lam 80 sorry that it is such a dreadful 
night. My choicest and most distinguished 
people that I have invited have not been able 
to come out. After she bad repeated this to 
half a dozen, and they had repeated it in turn 
to their friends, there was a noticeable thinning 
out of the few guests that were present. 


THE SPEAKER’S WIFE RECBKIVES. 

The Cabinet receptions this afternoon were 
largely attended. A large proportion of those 
calling were strangers, however. Mrs. Car- 
lisle, who said yesterday that she had nearly 
got through her list of calis which she had to 
return, had between 300 and 400 calis this aft- 
ernoon. So, as she returns all calls in person 
made upon ber, she will be very busy again 
for the next week. Mrs. Carlisle had several 
ladies assisting her at her reception at the 
Riggs House parlors this afternoon. Mrs. 
Steele of Indiana, Miss Tucker (daughter 
of the Hon. Randolph Tucker), and Miss 
Paul were among these ladies. <A refreshment 
table stood across the end of the second parlor, 
and several young ladies were in attendance 
there serving coffee, chocolate, and cakes. The 
House adjourned in ten minutes after meeting 
today on account of Gen. Hancock’s death, so 
Mr. Carlisle was at home allof the afternoon 
and assisted his wife.

THE TALK IN NEW YORK. 


Gen. Badeau’s Reminiscences of the 
Relations Between Hancock 
and Grant. 


Gossip from Wall Street—How Wash 
Connor “Played It” on Rus- 
sell Sage. 


Edison’s Railway Telegraph Device Reign 
of the “Divine Flip-Flaps” on 
the Stage. 


Hancock and Grant were at West Point to 
gether. They were good friends there, and 
Hancock used to call his future chief by the 
familar nickname of “Sam Grant.” Long 
afterwards, during the Wilderness cam paign— 
it was the day after the great attack at Spott- 
sy!vania, when Hancock reported. I have fin- 
ished up Johnsen and am now going into Early“ 
Grant nominated Hancock for Brigadier-Gen- 
eralin the regular army. Hancock remem- 
bered the old relationship of cadet-times, and 
said to the brother-in-law of the General-in- 
Chief, who told him the news, “I love Sam 
Grant.” 

The regard was mutual. At one moment in 
the Battie of the Wilderness things looked very 
dark; Warren was driven back to the centre. 
and a rush of stragglers came hurrying in 
towards Grant’s headquarters with news that 
Hancock was routed. Grant was seated on the 
ground whittling a stick; he simply turned his 
stick around and whittied the other end, and 
when it was again reported that Hancock bai 
been driven be said grimly: I don’t believe 
it.” In a few moments word came directly 
contrary to the earlier rumor. Instead of re- 
treating, Hancock had pushed the enemy. 
Then Grant looked up and said, with as much 
enthusiasm as I ever knew him to betray, 
„ Hancock's a glorious soldier.” 

He never changed this opinion. Hancock 
was always given the advance or the exposed 
posiuon. He bore the brunt of the battie of 
the Wilderness; he made three terrible assaults 
at Spottsylvania; he led the march to the North 
Anna: he was in the thickest at Cold Harbor. 
His troops were the first of the Army of the 
Potomac tu come up before Petersburg; and 
in the subsequent movements on both sides of 
the James, at Deep Bottom and at the explo- 
sion of Burnside’s mine, always, until the 
opening of an old wound compelled him to 
leave the field, Hancock was given the com- 
mand which required the most superb daring, 
the clearest head, the most sustained military 
ability. More than once | heard Gen. Grant 
say tnat if Meade were removed he should give 
the command of the Army of the Potomac to 
Hancock. 

In the march from Cold Harbor to the James 
Grant's headquarters came up with Hancock 
at the point where Long Bridge had once 
crossed the Chickahominy. While the troops 
were passing the commanders dismounted, and 
Grant, Hancock, and Meade were stretched on 
the grass together, with their officers around. 
Never were three great soidiers in completer 
personal accord. ‘There was no assumption on 
the part of Grant, and the feeling of comarade- 
rie was perfect. They chaffed each other; they 
told stories of West Point and the frontier; 
they diséussed the movements in which they 
were engaged; and finally Meade referred to 
some resolutions of a petiy Pennsyivania con- 
vention nominating Hancock for the Pres- 
deney. Both Grant and Meade poked fun at 
Hancock for this, and be good-naturedly re- 
ceived it all. Indeed, it rather tickled bim. 

He was not appointed a Brigadier in the reg- 
ular army for Spottsylvania, but Grant was 
persistent, and in August nominated him 
again. This time the promomon was con- 
ferred. 

In 1866 the grade of General was created for 
Grant. This made Sherman Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral and jeft a vacancy among the Major-Gen- 
orals, to which Grant promptly appointed Hau- 
coek, who thus received both bis promotions 
to the rank of General from his old cadet com- 
rade. 

During the reconstruction period they were 
on different sides. Grant believed that Con- 
gress was right in the long strugele with An- 
drew Jobnson, but Hancock espoused the views 


ot the President. Grant at first had no sus-. 


picion of the leaning of Hancock,and when it be- 
came apparent that Johnson was determined to 
remeve Sheridan from command at New Or- 
leans and substitute Hancock, the General-in- 
Ch.ef sent a staff ofhcer to warn him of the 
purpose of the President, and of what he con- 
sidered its mischievous tendency. Hancock. 
however, was ordered by Johnson to report at 
Washington before he went to New Orleans, 
and Grant, who was now convinced that John- 
son's course was full of danger to the country, 
went in person to visit Hancock at his rooms 
in Willard’s Hotel, to put him on dis guard. 
But Hancock had already determined on bis 
conduct, and was not to be affected by Grant’s 
advice or urging. 

From this time their relations were strained. 
Hancock proceeded to New Orleans against the 
wish of Grant, determined to carry out Mr. 
Johnson’s policy, which the General-in-Chief 
believed to be almost treasonabie, and which 
he was directed by Congress to thwart. Han- 
cock constant:y issued orders in conformity 
with the views of the President, which Grant 
as constantly overruled. Finally Hancock 
asked to be relieved, and the request was 
granted, 

They never again bad any pleasant inter- 
course. There were times when each supposed 
the other bad been discourteous. Grant was 
told that Hancock came to his headquarters 
and wrote hie name without paying the Gen- 
eral-in-Chief the courtesy of a further visit, 
and remarks of each were reprated to the 
otber not calculated to encourage amiable sen- 
timents. But there was no positive hostility. 

When Hancock was nominated for the Presi- 
dency Graut, in the privacy of his own house 
at Galena, uttered some caustic criticisms to 
an indiscreet visitor, which the same aay were 
telegraphed to the entire world. Among other 
things be said that Hancock was ambitious, 
vain, and weak.” Hancock at first refused to 
believe that Grant had used the words, but, 
though they were never meant for the public, 
Grant could not and would not disavow them 
when the reporters rushed for confirmation or 
denial. Then Hancock was very much pained, 
and 1 doubt whether a reconciliation could 
have been effected. 

In his last days Gen. Grant more than once 
spoke to me of this.circumstance and regretted 
the pain he had given Hancock. He was gen- 
erous in his praise, and, though he criticised 
what he thought foibies and graver faults, he 
declared that he ought not to have used the 
words which Hancock disliked. This Hancock 
never knew; but with equal nobility he bore 


bis part in the great funeral over his ancient. 


cbief and comrade. The majestic character 
of those rites, that attracted the attention of 
the world, was greatly due to the tender care 
and chivalrous punctilio of him who thought 
the dead chieftain had wounded him. 

The two soldiers have fought their last fleht 
and ended every difference. Each at the last 
was tull of soidierly and brotherly generosity 
for the other.

This was one of tho roads that went to 
pieces in 1878. Out of it Jay Gould made one 
of the most lucrative deals of his life—that is, 
be bought the stock for almost nothing ana 
saddied it on the Union Pacific Road, when be 
was a director, at par. His suare of the spoils 
was estimated at $8,000,000. 

The Drexeis of Phiiad eiphia were in the firm 
of Drexel, Winthrop & Co., which dissolved 
just prior to 1878, when the present firm of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. was organized as jt now 
stands. J. Pierpont Morgan is wortb about 
$1,500,000. He is the son of J. S. Morgan, now 
in London Going business as a banker. He is 
* of solid build, of the average hight, and is now 

45 years of age. He bas brown hair and dark 
eyes, but the face looks florid and pimply, as a 
result of never-failing good cheer. He is not 
amanto puss Delmonico’s by on the otber 
side; the nose is as bulbous and flery as that of 
Rardolph in Henry V.“; the Wags affirm 


that it glows in all the delicate hues of 
& boiled lobster. His manners are brusque, 
and owmg to this fact he is not a favorit with 
business-men. He is a member of the Union 
Cluband the Umon League, but he is not a 
frequenter of clubs. He goes often to the op- 
era, and is now goimg more into society than 
formerly. He married as bis second wife the 
daughter of Charles Tracey, the well-cnown 
New York lawyer. Mr. Morgan is a man of 
fair education; he was never a coliegian. He is 
a good business-man, shrewd, and persistent; 
he bas considerable force of character. He is 
adirector in the New York Central Railroad, 
the go a Rae Road, and several 
trust cOmpaniés; His management of the 
West Snore negotiations was a splendid piece 
of financial diplomacy. The movement for the 
reorganization of the Reading is ostensibly be- 
ing managed in Philadelphia, but Morgan's 
machine here is running at full steam to accom- 
plish the same result. 

I sometimes see in Wall street a tall. sligbtly- 
built man, a good deal over 60, with plain, res- 
olute features, who looks not unlike an oid 
farmer, ina suit of store ciothes on a visit 
to the city to see the sights. He is worth 
$30,000,000. It is Russell Sage. The financial 
world bas beard of him again through his con- 
troversy with Cyrus W. Field, growimg out of 
the reported negotiations looking to the 
burying of the hatchet by the West- 
ern Union and Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph 
Companies. Mr. Field seemed to have sup- 
posed that tne diificulties between the two 
combatants could be amicably adjusted. Mr. 
Sage disagreed with him. Wall street affirms 
that Kussell Sage was short of Western Union 
and covered at the advance which followed the 
publication of Mr. Field’s cheerful views as to 
the probable outcome of the telegraphic war. 
Ot course Mr. Field was not to blame for Mr. 
Sage's precipitancy in leaving the short side of 
Western Union, but the incident recalls a story 
told of Washbimmgton Connor and bis relations 
with Mr. Sage. I give it tor what it is worth. 
It is said, then, that on one occasion Mr. Jay 
Gould found himself heavily short of certain 
stocks of which the Hon. Russell Sage was car- 
rying a large biock. Mr. Gould saw that the 
stock was likely to rise rapidly in value, and a 
large loss stared him in the face. He was ina 
quandary. If he attempted to buy he would 
inevitabiy put the market up on himself. Mr. 
Washington Connor, bis trusted lieuteuant, it 
is said, came to the rescue. 

ü fix what. he is said to have remarked, 
with that characteristic smile that is so sug- 
gestive of Ah Sin. “I'll attend to that, Mr. 
Gould.“ 

The offices of the two famous financiers are 
in the same building, opposit Trinity Church, 
on the corner of Broudway and Rector street. 
It was butastep into Mr. Sage’s office, and 
there, if financial tradition is to be trusted, 
Mr. Connor did a tale untold about the stock 
in question whose lightest word was enough 
to make the man, who was afterward nearly 
beside himself at the loss of five millions iu 
“puts,” unload at once. Dia Washington 
Connor secretly set his corps of brokers buy- 
ing up the stock as fast as the old financier 
threw it overboard? And was che Hon. Rus- 
sell Sage hoppmg mad when he found into 
whose office it had gone, and how he had been 
taken in by the keen young man from the 
Nineteenth Ward? So it is said. 

The business outlook is gradually improving. 
We shall doubtless be exporting wheat before 
long to an important extent. Meantime money 
is cheap, and in Wall street the bulls are in 
bumor for a bear hunt. OscaR W. Ridds. 


I have just bad a talk with Mr. Edison, the 
inventor, regarding his invention for tele- 
graphing to and from moving railway trains. 
The public exhibitions have closed after a 
week of great success. The peculiarity of this 
system is that a small battery and a small 
table for the operator’s instrument may be 
placed in any railroad car, and from these, by 
means of a wire leading to the ordinary metal 
roof of the car, telegraphic messages can be 
sent through the air to the ordinary wires 
that run alongside the track. The elec- 
tric current is drawn by induction 
either to or from the wires, and it is 
of such a nature that it does aot interfere with 
the currents which carry messages along the 
wires in the usual manner. Neither is it inter- 
fered with by those currents, no matter 
whether there are two wires or 200 by the side 
of the track. Messages can be sent or re- 
ceived on the car without confusion. 411 
that is needed is to put the Edison instrument 
at any Other station along the road in order to 
establish communicauon. And this apparatus 
being near by the ordinary telegraph instru- 
ments in the same office, messages can be at 
once forwarded by the reguiar channels to 
any station where there is no Edison appara- 
tus. On the Staten Isiand Railroad dispatches 
were sent and received every day for 
a week as rapidiy as they would 
be in the telegraph offices that 
we commonly use which have direct wire con- 
nection with other offices. The marvel about 
this system is that it requires no special wire, 
but enables the transmission of messages along 
the common wire, and through the air spuce 
between them and any moving train, be the 
space fifty feet vr even 200 teet wide. The se- 
crets of the Edison apparatus have not been 
divulged, but it is known that it gives to the 
electric current the musical tone which is heard 
through telephonic receivers. The dots and 
dashes of the Morse altabet are then made 
audible in short or long sounds and the ordi- 
nary telegraph key is used. Mr. Edison and 
his associates, William Wiley Smith and E. T. 
Gilliland, are confident that messages may be 
sent in this way to stations 1,000 miles distant, 
because the moment the current reaches the 
wires it will run any distance without losing 
its eflicacy. 1 attended the pubiic 
exhibitions and noticed that there was 
not the slightest hitch in the working. There 
are a few skeptics, but the prevailing opinion 
seems to be that this practicable invennon is 
going to be of great use in train dispatching, 
newspaper reporting, police telegraph work, 
and ordinary business, and travelers’ mes- 
sages. The instrument may be placed in a 
baggage Or passenger car and changed in a 
few minutes from one car to another.

The divine flip-flaps is what some reck- 
less Frenchman would call the style of drama 
that bas broken out at the Union Square Thea- 
tre. An attractive young woman calling her- 
self Carrie Swain undertakes to hold an as- 
sembiage and carry an entire drama by the 
flexibility of ber backbone and her voice and 
the versatility of her legs and her talent. 
You are to imagine a robust young 
woman with a deal of that animal grace 
that is seen in a cat, and with a rich, mellow 
‘voice, who earns all her applause by trying to 
be as unwomanly as possible. She sings asony 
at the footlights. It is intended to be pathetic. 
At the end of each verse she turns a band- 
spring on the stage. Agility thus accomplishes 
what ability will not. The whole exhibi- 
tion is vulgar, coarse, and painful to 
good taste. But it excites the admira- 
tion of the class of men who will make 
a ring in the streét to see adrunken voman 
demean berself, This girl will probably fill the 
Union Square with rude people for weeks. And 
the iniquity of it all is that the entertainment 
gets classed with the drama. This girl is a fair 
type of a ciass of quick-witted, uneducated, 
natural tomboys, with good looks, who get 
upon the stage and then advertise the fact that 
they have not one impulse of good taste in 
them. They will do anything that will draw 
money. The buriesque business is fuli of them. 

Mr. Edwin Booth’s New York engagement 
has been so far the most inartistic that te has 
ever played here. His support is wretcbed, 
and his stage work generally far behind the 
ordinary traveling show. Some of his imper- 
sonations have been mechanical. Others have 
flashed up with his old fire. But he appears 
to have lost his artistic ambition. It is rather 
early for him to close his circuit and begin the 
*“*superfluous lags business. Mr. Barrett 
may stir him up next season with new manage- 
ment, and i understand that it is the intention 
of these actors to join bands the year after in 
a starring tour with the best leading woman 
that can be found, Where, O where, will she 
be found? 

Leading women are nil, Rose Coghlan, the 
pet of the golden youth here, is barn-storming 
in one-night towns. Ciara Morris piays inter- 
mittentiy only in the ghastly drama. Kate 
Forsythe is holding up the one-part show of 
Raymond somewhere. Mrs. Bowers is over the 
line of attractiveness. Modjeska only speaks 
English well enough to stand alone. Sarah 
Jewett is a lost Pieiade. Mather will not play 
second fiddie. Anderson is aching to get back 
to London. Vedders, who ought to be at the 
top simply isn’t. Laura Don ie dead. Maude 
Granger is fat and dropsical. Marie Waino- 
wright goes only with her husband and he is 
gone already. As for that slim and oeautiful 
girl that Frank Mayo launched upon us in 
Nordeck.“ ste is guining flesh and experi- 
ence only to be snatched up by some ruthless 
husband just as we want ner most. 

When one thinks of ali the schools and acad- 
emies that were started here a year ago, and 
the battalions of genius that came from all 
parts of the Union, one wonders what has be- 
come of the material. 

To replenish the stage we shall have to wait 
for a financial panic and crash. Then a host 
of society belles will walk out ot their parlors 
into Camine and Lady of Lyons” to re- 
cuperate their husbands’ fortunes and to show

REAL ESTATE. 


A Good Deal Going On in the 
Way of Preparation for 
Spring. 


A Surprisingly Large Number of Peo- 
ple Buying Houses for Them- 
selves, 


Idle OapitalSome of the Sample Sales 
of the Week—Various 
Notes. 


On a superficial view of the real-estate mar- 
ket last week one would have said that it was 
dull and uninteresting, but, while the weather 
and the traveling were against it, there was a 
good deal going on in the way of negotiation 
and preparation for the spring. The best-in- 
formed brokers said that there was a very en- 
couraging demand for almost every variety of 
property, and they locked for an unusually 
active year. The transfer lists were made up 
to even a greater extent than in most weeks of 
smal! items, and brokers state that the deman 
for residences worth $5,000 to $15,000 is large. 
Many people who have heretofore lived 
in flats or other rented quarters are 
getting possession of homes of their 
own. The number of persons who are reach- 
ing this position is surprising. The demand 
runs to no particular locality, though many 
trades have been made in the southeastern 
part of the city and in the southern suburbs. 
Prices in these localities are very stiff, with an 
advancing tendency. Office-reuting bas been 
active. The owners of large buildings in the 
Board of Trade quarter say they are highly 
pleased with the situation. Dearborn street 
from Madison to Adams is another favorit lo- 
cality. As to the purchase of central business 
property there was much less gossip than 
usual. The number of important trades now 
pending does not appear to be so great as bere- 
tofore. Prices have gone up so much that cap? 
talists are a trifle afraid. Yet the same may be 
said about bundreds of pieces of property in 
the city that was said a few months ago before 
the advance came—that purchases can be 
made on a basis that would give the buyer 8 
per cent on his investment. This fact would 
seem to furnish a sufficient reason for further 
purchases by people who have money lying 
Idle. Money available for real-estate purposes 
is a drug in the market. Plenty ot it is to be 
had at 5 per cent on the best property, and in 
some cases alower rate would be accepted. 
Yet the owners of this capital are not willing 
to buy land and buildings that would net them 
a much higher rate. It is probable that out- 
side property will be a leading feature in the 
spring, and there are mauy operators who still 
believe that acres will be the thing. 

W. H. Smith bas sold to George P. Braun 50x 
110 feet on the southeast corner of Chicago 
avenue and Wells street for $20,000. Mr. Braun 
will erect at a cost of $35,000 a four-story 
building to consist of stores and flats. 

The price—$34,400—paid by Henry Schuttler 
for the property 41x164 on Market street, ninety- 
nine feet south of Jackson, was $50 a foot 
® higher than the price placed on it by its owner 
about a month ago.

Templeton for $6,000; two lots to Frank Breit 
for $1,000. C. Olson Holmes has commenced 
twenty more two-story cottages.

VARIOUS NOTES. 

Some of the property-owners on North ave- 
nue are considerably elated over the committal 
of that thoroughfare into the hands of the 
Park Commissioners, who will make it a boule- 
vard. They believe that it will materially en- 
hance the value of realty there. 

Some of the real-estate men connect the 
movement for bridging the river at Dearborn 
street with the schemes of the new City Passen- 
ger Railway Company, which, it is surmised, 
wants to run its cars on Dearborn avenue. 
Another guess is that it will prefer to get to 
the North Side by way of the La Salle street 
tunnel. 

An Eastern man who has had an agent look- 
ing about this city tor chances to buy invest- 
ment property has taken as one of his pur- 
chases a cheap lodging-house not far from the 
Board of Trade, where the prices for enter- 
tdinment for one night range from 10 to 25 
cents. The house yields a very good income. 
Such investments by large capitalists are not 
very common in this city, but in London rich 
men are frequently the owners of such places. 
They are carefully inspected by the sanitary 
police, anda notice is posted in each room 
stating how many persons can lawfully be 
lodged there. 

It looks as if there were considerable buying 
of acres in a quiec way. A number of small 
trades have recently been made, and there are 
rumors of larger ones. Certain holders of 
acre property bave been approached lately by 
persons knowing the value of Chicago reaity 
with the proposition to exchange inside hold- 
ings for it. The old heads say, however, that 
they have no notion of seilmg out a class of 
property that bas bad no rise yet and taking 
buildings ana lots that have moved up with 
the inside boom. 

Groveland Park avenue, between Twenty- 
ninth and Thirtieth streets, will be considera- 
bly improved during the coming building sea- 
son. Mr. Butier intends erecting three ele- 
gant houses on the seventy-five feet recently 
purchased by him on the west side of the 
block. Mr. Riegelman is getting out the plans 
for a beautiful residence on a frontage of 
thirty feet alittle south of the above. Mr. 
Beck, who owns fifty feet adjoining, will buiid 
two nice houses. On the east side of the street 
Hugh Daly intends erecting a first-class house. 
Dr. Dyas also contemplates building two houses 
on his lot. 

The Caicago Real-Estate Board beld a special 
meeting yesterday and adopted numerous 
amendments to the constitution and by-laws. 
W. W. Baird and R. C. Givens were elected as 
members of the Cail Board. A conimittee was 
also appointed to see all the real-estate dealers 
and get them to embark in a scheme by which 
they can secure auniform and reduced rate for 
their advertising. 

The Real Estate Record states that the num- 
ber of new buildings projected on Manbattan 
Island in January, as well as the official trans- 
fers of real estate, shows a condition of things 
which, if continued, will bring about another 
boom iu city realty. The incresase in the 
number of transfers, as compared with the 
same month last year and the year before, is 
very large. The consideration is $10,000,000 in 
excess of 1884 and nearly $11,000,000 ahead of 
1885. Dealings in property north of the Har- 
lem are growing rapidly. The Record adds: 
„ There were more new houses projected dur- 
ing the last three months than ever before in 
the history of the city. The outlook for this 
spring is very hopetul. Architects and build- 
ers will project and put up more houses than 
in any previous soring or summer—the only 
danger is in possible labor troubles; but these 
may be avoided by employers and men prompt- 
ly arbitrating in case of disputes.” 

It seems that there is to be no general change 
in business rents in New York this spring, 
though there will be some advance in a few of 
the most desirable buildings. As for flats, 
they are not falling so much into disfavor as 
has been expected. There isa very slight in- 
crease in rents for dwelling houses in the sec- 
tion lying between Fourteenth and Fifty-ninth 
streets, Third and Tenth avenues, where houses 
are rented only on a single year's lease. Above 
Fifty-ninth street rents are less firm, owing to 
the competition of so many vacant flats. In 
fact, there is a decline of 10 per cent in rentals 
for flats where prices range from $75 to $150 
per month, When, however, you come to flats 
that pay less than $75. per month, especially in 
the section between Third and Ninth avenues, 
Fourteenth and Forty-second streets, rents 
hold their own firmly. This is due to the fact 
that the peopie employed in that great retail 
dry-zoods district prefer to live in the vicinity 
of their business. In the section from Seven- 
tieth to One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street, 
between Lexington avenue and the East River, 
flats can be had at 50 per cent lower rents than 
in the section just mentioned. 

„Practical Plans for Suburban Homes is 
the title of a neat work by 8. Montgomery 
Smith, an architect of tnis city. The plans 
and specifications are very clear, but succinct, 
anda front elevation with each plan en- 
ables the non-professional reader to gain a bet- 
ter notion of each design. The estimates in 
some cases are exceedingly close, and it will 
need a careful! builder to make both ends meet 
with the specifications given. The profession 
will most likely condemn as noten régie the 
modest announcement of the author that ne 
will furnish duplicates of the plans and speci- 
fications, modified to suit, at very low terms.
